The minority report on the Hanna-Payne 
shipping bill was filed In the house at 
Washington Tuesday. It was prepared by 
Representative Handy of Delaware, and Is 
a severe and somewhat personal arraign- 
ment of the measure and those who would 
receive bounties under It. The report 
says : 

'Phis bill was one that was prepared ami 
brought to Congress by a voluntary com- 
mittee of ship owners and ship-builders 
representing the gentlemen who will re- 
ceive tin* bounty which the bill proposes to 
give from the public treasury. The bill as 
it is reported to the house is in almost the 
exact form and grants to a penny the boun- 
ties demanded by the gentlemen who are to 
receive them. The bill is, therefore, 
naturally and entirely satisfactory to the 
“interests” which have organized this 
movement to secure the vast sums carried 
in the hill as a gratuity to be used in carry- 
ing on their private business ami enlarging 
the profits thereof. 

The bill provides not simply for bounties, 
but for bounties which, once granted, can- 
not thereafter he taken away. If this bill 
be passed, the contracts will be quickly 
mnde, and once entered into, no future Con- 
gress can in honor oreak them or refuse to 
make the necessary appropriations to pay 
them. To do so would look like repudiat- 
ing a national obligation The bounties 
thus provided are put in the bill In the 
language of so many "cents,” but when the 
arithmetical calculation is made to find 
how big these bounties by “cents" will 
prove to be when I tie time comes to pay 
them, we find that they must bo figured in 
tens of millions of dollars. By a careful 
and conservative estimate we find that the 
government will be obliged by thecontraots 
likely to be entered into during the first 12 
months under this bill to pay bounties 
amounting to more than $1(55,000.000. This 
includes only the shipping now in sight, 
and the shipping which must be built will 
cost probably not loss than $400,000,000. 

Of tliis enormous bounty, tiie lion’s 
share will go to the International naviga- 
tion company. This company will receive 
in the aggregate more than $ 57 , 000 , 000 . 
This strikes us as a monstrous proposition. 
In this bill it is provided that a mail who 
builds a great and speedy ocean steamer 
shall be paid bounties in 20 years amount- 
ing to twice tiie whole cost of the boat. It 
must be conceded that bounties are repug- 
nant to the spirit of our free institutions, 
under which all citizens shall have equal 
rights and no special privileges should be 
granted. It is impossible to give a bounty 
to everybody and to all forms of industry, 
and it is manifestly unequal and unjust to 
tax the farmers, carpenters, blacksmiths, 
masons, merchants, railroad men, miners 
and woodsmen of tiie country to pay a 
bounty to ship owners for every mile they 
sail upon the sea. To build up once more a 
great merchant marine should he one of 
the patriotic ambitions of American states- 
manship. It can be done by taking otT the 
shackles and giving American enterprise. 
American industry and American seaman- 
ship an equal chance. Everything needed 
in building and equipping a ship should be 
admitted free of customs duty. Ship sup- 
plies should also be on the free list. Every 
American citizen should be free to buy 
ships to use in the foreign carrying trade 
wherever he can find them cheapest ami 
best. Tonnage taxes should be abolished. 

In conclusion the report says: “This bill 
is the offspring of mere bounty beggars and 
should he repudiated by representatives of 
both political parties. It is vicious in prin- 
ciple. It is not necessary for the rehabili- 
tation of our merchant marine to give hun- 
dreds of millions of the people’s tax money 
The bill is wholly unjustifiable.” Repre- 
sentative Fitzgerald, one of the minority 
members of the committee, announced on 
the Hoor that he could not concur in the 
foregoing minority report and he was given 
until Thursday to submit his views.

WHAT THE STATUTES SAY. 

The question whether Newton & Boston 
cars shall be allowed to run to the subway 
Is arousing a great deal of interest. The 
Boston Elevated will of course bitterly 
oppose it, and us this corporation has a 
great Influence over commissions and legis- 
lative bodies it is doubtful whether any- 
thing it opposes can be carried through. 

This corporation has a great snap in its 
control of the Boston streets, and nuturally 
enough it does not wish to divide the melon 
with outsiders. It is given a franchise that 
ought to bring a large revenue yearly to 
the city of Boston. Another reason is its 
opposition to the introduction of vestl- 
bnled oars into Boston streets, on account 
of the danger that the publio seeing bow 
much more comfortable these cars are for 
passengers, and also how much suffering 
they save to the motormen, would demand 
that the Boston Elevated also use vesti- 
bules, and this change would cost the com- 
pany a large sum. 

The Boston papers are of course very 
friendly to this corporation, for business 
reasons, and would not venture to oppose 
it in any way, and hence any reforms that 
the public desire have to depend on the 
outside weeklies for their advocacy. But 
it is said that in this case the Boston Ele- 
vated are not the judge aud jury, and a 
writer in combatting a statement of the 
Herald, gives the statutes governing the 
case as follows: 

A Massachusetts statute, which was 
passed in 1874, provides that, “When the 
board of aldermen or the selectmen, after 
due notice and hearing, decide that public 
necessity and convenience so require, they 
may authorize and empower a street rail- 
way company, whose tracks have been duly 
located in their city or town, and which 
owns and operates not less than two con- 
secutive miles of track, to enter upon uud 
use with its horses and cars, within defined 
limits, the track of any other street railway 
company therein wbich it may meet or 
cross.” 

A Massachusetts statute, which was en- 
acted in 1888, provides that “No street rail- 
way company now existing, or that may be 
hereafter incorporated, shall run its cars 
or use the tracks of another street railway 
unless authority so to do be approved by 
the board of railroad commissioners after 
due hearing of all parties in interest.” 

As tue tracks of the Newton Boston 
Street Railway Company “have been duly 
located in” Boston, and the company 
“owns and operates not less than two con- 
secutive miles of truck," it is seen from the 
two statutes from which l have Quoted 
that the decision of tiie question whether 
the Newton A' Boston company shall be 
allowed to use the tracks of the Boston 
Elevated company from Union squure, 
Allstou, to Park street, rests not with the 
latter company, but witli the Boston board 
of aldermen and the Massachusetts board 
of railroad commissioners.

As a result of the efficient milk inspec- 
tion, in this city, milk sold In Newton Is 
said to average higher than that of most of 
the cities in the state. Only the first quali- 
ty milk will pass, and a number of dealers 
who were not careful to keep their milk up 
to the test have removed their business to 
other cities. The citizens can be grateful 
to Inspector Arthur Hudson for the purity 
of their nril k supply. 

THE Boston Union Evangelical League 
came out in favor of the annexation 
of the Philippines "For Christ’s Sake,” 
and have been paraded in the Im- 
perialistic papers as a sample of the church 
sentiment on the matter. But the Boston 
Transcript, after a prolonged search among 
the ministerial associations of Boston, fails 
to find any trace of the Union Evangelical 
League. 

Tiie: way troops are being sent to the 
Philippines indicates that the signing of 
the treaty is not expected to bring about a 
state of peace, as the Imperial papers have 
argued. On the contrary, a very lively war 
with our new “subjeots” is looked for, be- 
fore we can proceed with our “benevolent 
assimilation.” We are to pay twenty mil- 
lions for a very expensive war. 


Mayor Ciiamplin of Cambridge made a 
cut of $400,000 in the committee estimates 
of city expenses for the present year, much 
to the joy of the average tax-payer. This 
puts the Cambridge mayor at the head of 
the list of municipal economists.

THE GYPSY MOTH COMMISSION AND MR. K. 
XV. WOOD— ICE FROM RESERVOIRS— NEW- 
TON PETITIONS AND A HOARD OF SUR-

Beacon Hill, Feb. 1 . 

The General Court has Its usual feast of 
good and bad things spread before It. Last 
night at A o'clock the gates shut down, and 
the work of mastication and assimilation 
can now begin In dead earnest. It will 
take the rest of this week even to find out 
wlmt has gone In, for tho patient news- 
paper man, though he has exceptional fa- 
cilities for finding out wlmt schemes are 
proposed, cannot have aooess to tho papers 
until they have been docketed, and they 
will not all he docketed, even with night 
work, until Friday, at least.

Your fellow citizen, Mr. Wood of West 
Newton, the ohuirnmn of the gipsy moth 
eommittee of the state board of agriculture, 
is in the midst of a sharp, not to say bitter 
controversy, over tho annual appropriation 
for continuing the work of destruction. 
The contest going on in the house is over 
the emergency appropriation to prevent 
everything stopping, which was engrossed 
yesterday, and the main fight will be over 
tho full appropriation of $ 200 , 000 . Every 
year the opposition to the appropriation 
grows stronger, always, of oourse, aided by 
the indisposition of southern uml western 
members to vote money fora work which 
apparently does not affect them at all. The 
chief menace, however, comes from people 
in the Infested district who do not seem to 
feel the importance of the work, or who 
have a grievance. I think the sentiment in 
the metropolitan district would be a great 
deal stronger if those who daily saw evi- 
dences of the work of the gipsy moth eom- 
mittee understood what they meant. The 
averuge man sees some marks on a tree and 
thinks, “There the gipsy moth men have 
been here, and have left some mark to show 
that they have done their work. Probably 
they found nothing.” The real fact is that 
while all the trees in the seriously infested 
district are burlapped, a tree is never 
marked unless gipsy moths are .found upon 
it. The largest tree on my premises in 
Malden bears the figure “ 8 ” aud u straight 
lino “I.” On tho other side of the house 
are trees bearing tho “ 8 ” and also a letter 
“L” inverted. The " 8 ” means 1898. An 
“L” on a tree means that in the spring of 
the year indicated the moths were found on 
the tree; a straight line, that they were 
there in the summer; und an inverted “L” 
that they wore discovered in the fall In- 
spection. Many people think they must 
hunt in the Middlesex Fells to find a gipsy 
moth; but within six mouths I have seen 
them under the burlaps on the finest shaded 
street in Malden, caterpillars of the largest 
size, as thickly placed as they could lie, one 
beside another, 50 or more to a tree, aud all 
along the street. They had spun down to 
the ground, crawled up into the burlaps, 
and probably never got any farther before 
destroyed.

IIorMPMllOCH. 

In Japan most of tho horses uro shod 
with straw. Even the clumsiest of curt 
horses weur straw shoes, which, iu 
thoir cases, are tied around the ankle 
with straw rope and are made of the 
ordinary rice straw, braided so as to 
form a solo for the foot abnat half an 
inch thick. These soles cost about a 
halfpenny a pair. Iu Iceland horses are 
shod With sheep’s horn. In discussing 
this subject a writer in The Horse* 
shoer’s Journal says: Iu tiie valley of 
tho Upper Oxus the antlers of the 
mountain deer are used for the same 
purpose, tho siioes being fastened with 
horn pins, lu the Sudan the horses are 
shod with socks made of camel’s skin. 
In Australia horseshoes ure made of 
cowhide. A German not long ago in- 
vented a horseshoe of paper, prepared 
by saturating with oil, turpentine and 
other ingredients. Thin layers of such 
paper are glued to the hoof till the re- 
quisite thickness is attained, and tiie 
shoes thus made nre durable and im- 
penetrable by moisture.

Suwannee Spring. 

A short distuuce dowu the peninsula 
aud below Jasper is Suwannee spring. It 
forms ouo of the principal feeders of the 
river and is a well known favorite win- 
ter resort. It is some distance from thu 
railroad stutiou, und tourists ure tukeu 
thither iu uu uueieut "dinky” street 
our, uud their bugguge ou a fiat open 
oar linked behind. Both are drawn by 
u venerable but vicious looking mule, 
aud tbe wisdom of tbe owners of both 
the vehicle uud thu mule is exhibited 
by tbe length of thu traces, which ure 
sufficient to allow thu animal to kick 
freely without battering dowu tbedush 
er should it urnku thu attempt. 

Suwannee spring, like many of thu 
other large bodies of so culled springs 
iu Florida, is nothing more or less than 
thu coming to thu surfuce of u consider- 
able sized underground river, aud, like 
many of those springs, that ut Suwannee 
is supposed to possess valuable medicinal 
qualities, particularly fur diseases which 
affect the kidneys and bladder. 

Thu large springs of Floridu are 
among its greatest curiosities, und muuy 
of them ure wonderful for their beauty 
uud varied features. Almost iuvuriably 
they are cleur as crystul uud very deep, 
some as much us b0 feet. Many, like 
Buwunueo und Green Cove springs, ure 
heavily charged with sulphur, und oth 
ers, like those ut Humusussa, with sul 
pbur, iron and mugucsiu. The waters 
are uluiosl invariably warm. — Philadel- 
phia Ledger.

SCHOOL QUESTION AS YKT UNSETTLED -

Monday evening's session of the board of 
aldermen was unusually brief considering 
the large amount of business transacted.

During the presentation of petitions Al- 
derman White said: “I have here a peti- 
tion handed me by Dr. Hamilton, with a 
request thut 1 hand it in, in the absence of 
Alderman ivy.” 

Tiie petition was read by tiie olerk. It 
set forth tiie need of a school in tiie Bige- 
low district, and asked thut all parties in- 
terested be given a hearing on the subject. 

Alderman Dana said thut ordinarily lie 
would favor giving the parties a hearing 
but as so much had been said m the bourd, 
outside and .in tiie public prints for the 

I tast year, lie thought that both sides had 
ieeti heard. He moved the petitiou be re- 
ceived, and placed on file. 

• Alderman White favored granting tiie 
petitioners a hearing. It should be done 
out of courtesy to Alderman Ivy aud Ward 
1 residents. The request was reasonable, 
and should be granted. 

Alderman Dana thought tiie petitioners 
unreasonable after having been given so 
much opportunity to be heard. The public 
property had a report ready, and lie was 
prepared to act upon it then 
Alderman White said, "It always pays to 
be courteous. Kvery citizen is entitled to a 
hearing.” 

Alderman Niles thought sufficient hear- 
ings tiad been had, and that the mutter was 
pretty thoroughly understood. It would 
take some time to get everything ready, 
and tiie sooner it was settled tiie sooner 
work on the new building would com- 
mence. 

Alderm&D Fisher told of having can- 
vassed his ward thoroughly, and finding 
the majority in favor of the Bigelow site. 
He had made a conscientious effort to as- 
certain the consensus of opinion which 
seemed to be in favor of tiie Bigelow site. 
Bethought there wus no public demand 
for a hearing. 

Alderman Buily seconded Alderman 
Dana’s motion to tiie effect that the peti- 
tion be received and placed on tile. A vote 
to tills effect was put and carried. 

THE BIGELOW SCHOOL ORDER. 

When this subject came up under the 
head of orders*, the statement wus made 
that the probable cost of a building on the 
Bigelow site would he $72,000. 

Alderman Whittlesey felt that the sub- 
ject ought to be recommitted to the public 
property committee that tiie opinion of the 
school hoard could be obtained. 

Alderman Nagle wus of tiie same opinion 
and would not vote until tiie school board 
hud expressed itself decidedly in favor of 
* one site or the other. 

Aiduniiuu Niles explained that the school 
board hud first said it fuvorud the Bigelow 
site, aud later that either site would be ac- 
ceptable. 

Alderman Dana pointed out the duty of 
the board to settle tbo matter by choosing 
the site, and did not want the report re- 
committed as Alderman Whittlesey hud 
moved. 

• Alderman White said he would like to 
know something about the cost. From the 
report of tiie committee it was learned thut 
on the Bigelow lot it would cost $77,7UO; 
on tiie Underwood about $102,000, on the 
Richardson street lot about $HH,ooo, and on 
the lot at tiie corner of ('huroh and Rich- 
urdsuu streets, $101,750.

The Newton street railway wants 
another line to. Waltham, through Walnut 
and Crafts streets, and also a location from 
Lexington street to Rum ford avenue. The 
Crafts street lino would develop a large ex- 
tent of country, now rather remote from 
railway facilities, and jyith but compara- 
tively few house's along the line. 

The Newton & Boston wishes turnouts 
on Walnut street near the High school, and 
another on Walnut street, near Fisher 
avenue, so that more frequent cars can be 
run. They also ask for location on Walnut, 
Centre, Paul. Cypress.and Beacon streets to 
the Boston line. The Wellesley Sc Boston 
also ask for location on Beacon street to 
Wabnn, and Woodward street to Lincoln. 

The Commonwealth avenue line is also 
in the field, and asks for a franchise on Cy- 
press, Paul, Centre, and Boylstou streets 
to Eliot. 

The Newton & West Roxbury Company 
wants a location on Cypress. Parker. Ded- 
ham and Baker streets, from Newton 
Centre to West Roxbury. 

Another line is also talked of from Wal- 
tham to Newtonville, through Lowell 
avenue, and thence to West Roxbury. 
which would compete with a number of 
the Newton lines, although some distance 
from them. 

All these petitions indicate great activity 
in street railway building the coining sea- 
son, but if tiie board adheres to the past 
policy of the city no locations will be grant- 
ed in narrow streets.

Municipal Gas Lighting. 

Mr. Adams of Melrose has introduced a 
bill relative to the purchase of gas and 
electric light plants by cities and towns, 
which has the indorsement of the town of 
Melrose. 

Its purpose is to so modify the present 
municipal lighting act as to permit munici- 
palities in purchasing existing plants to do 
so for an amount equivalent to the cost of 
erecting a Duplicate plant, without taking 
into consideration the earning capacity of 
the plant it is proposed to buy. 

The act of 185)1 provides that in purchas- 
ing plants already established “the price to 
be paid therefor shall be a fair market 
value for the purposes of its use.” 

A plant’s earning power lias been regard- 
ed by the companies as an important item 
in making up “a fair market value,” and 
Mr. Adams’ amendment is a qualifying 
phrase which provides that the price to be 
paid .shall not exceed “the reasonable cost 
of buying and establishing a plant, or like 
portions of a plant, of equivalent capacity 
of production and distribution, and as ser- 
viceable quality of material and construc- 
tion, counting ut its fair market value the 
laud purchased.”

ANNIJ AI. MKKTINO OF THE CORPORATION 
HELD MONDAY AFTERNOON AT THE 
NUItBKS' HOME— ADDRESS OF PRESI- 
DENT, AND REPORTS -ELECTION OF 
TRUSTEES AND OFFICERS. 

The 10th annual meeting of the Newton 
Hospital oorporation was held Monday 
afternoon in the parlors of the Nurses* 
Home on the hospital grounds at Newton 
Lower Falls. President It. Leeson pre- 
sided, and nineteen mem hers were present. 

The records of the last meeting were 
read by the clerk, Mr.C. 1. Truvolli. They 
were approved and accepted. 

President Leeson read his annual report. 
He said : 

ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Since our last annual meeting, the plans 
for enlargement of the Hospital then out- 
lined have been completed; the new wards 
have been dedicated and opened for use, 
fully furnished and equipped in all essen- 
tial respects. By these additions the Hos- 
pital is placed in condition to care for all 
classes of oases admissible under the rules 
and by-laws, in a manner which should be 
more satisfactory to the patients, the phy- 
sicians, nurses, and all who are interested 
in the successful operation of the institu- 
tion. So far as can be at this time fore- 
seen, the conveniences now possessed will 
probably be adequate to meet such demands 
as may be made upon us for several years 
to come. 

We cannot think of the unstinted gener- 
osity with which our needs have been met 
by the donors of the new ouildings, the 
electrical equipment, and the furnishings, 
without experiencing a feeling of profound 
gratitude to those who, with unexampled 
iberality, have provided for the present 
and anticipated the future requirements of 
the Hospital. Our good friends are to be 
heartily congratulated upon their act, 
which, besides alleviating untold distress, 
carrying relief into unnumbered lives, will 
without doubt produce upon themselves 
joyful emotions and perennial satisfaction. 
Nor can we fo get to acknowledge the aid 
extended to the Hospital by numerous 
donors, personally and through Hospital 
Sunday collections This gratifying sup- 
port, when contrasted with ,the struggles 
which many similar institutions experience I 
in securing necessary funds for defraying 
imperative expenses, can but produce a 
feeling of pride in being a part of a com- 
munity cupable of such impulses. Large 
earnings of the Hospital through paymonts 
for treatment in the wards, as well as a de- 
cided gain from the work of our mu ses in 
families, have reinforced these liberal con- 
tributions. 

Renewed vitality would seem to have 
been infused into the life of our indispens- 
able auxiliary, the Hospital Aid Associa- 
tion, which lias bad the effect to give us 
much greater aid from that indefatigable 
corps of workers than in any previous 
year since the Hospital began its work. 

The District Nursing Association, which 
was originated by members of the Hospital 
Hoard of Tnistees, is supplementing the 
work of this institution over a wide held, 
and under its efficient management, is 
doubtless carrying comfort and succor to 
many homes, which are unable to secure 
tlie advantages of hospital treatment. A 
generous friend, who prefers that his idea 
tity shall not be known. has provided funds 
for the maintenance of the ‘‘District Nurs- 
ing Association Free Red,” which will en- 
able the association to send many deserv- 
ing cases to the Hospital, without entailing 
upon the recipients the stigma of pauper- 
ism. 8uch enlightened benevolence as tiiis 
merits and will receive the warmest com- 
mendation. 

One of the satisfactory features of the 
year’s operations is the large increase in 
the demand for the comforts of the rooms 
in the private or Nathan P. Coburn ward. 
As tlie advantages of that portion of the 
Hospital’s work become better understood 
by physicians and their patients, it may 
reasonably be expected that such facilities 
will be put to steady and constantly great- 
er use. 

The unstinted words of commendation 
which have been expressed by physicians 
and other visitors from neighboring hos- 
pitals, of tlie construction and arrange- 
ments of all tlie new wards, give assurance 
of u long period of usefulness for these 
newer portions of tlie institution. 

The children’s ward, with its light con- 
necting corridor, and tlie rich effect of 
color in tlie memorial window, as its at- 
tractions become better known will doubt- 
less bo in frequent request for tlie benefit 
of youthful sufferers. Illustrating tlie 
effect of the care given inmates of this 
ward, many instances are on record of chil- 
dren revisiting the Hospital and begging to 
be permitted to reuiuin in the Dennison 
ward. 

The favorable conditions under which 
surgeons now perform their vital opera- 
tions, must surely conduce to the best possi- 
ble results to tiie patients, and comfort and 
relief to tlie physicians themselves. In 
conjunction with this, tlie light uud attrac- 
tive surgicul wards leave nothing to be de- 
sired in the treatment of surgical cases. 

The testimony of tlie matron and nurses 
upon tlie admirable arrangement of the 
new wards and service rooms connected 
witli them, should he highly gratifying to 
the donors. It also indicates tlie intelli- 
gent study given to Hospital construction 
by the architects, Messrs Kendull, Taylor 
& Stevens, whose work lias been exceed- 
ingly satisfactory. Tlie construction of 
tlie new buildings is substantial, and they 
form lasting memorials of benevolent pur- 
poses, thus fittingly realized. When it is 
remembered that this notable accomplisii- 
meat is tlie result of an expenditure of 
over §50,000, tlie extent of these benefac- 
tions will bo fully upprehended 
The safety and comfort secured to our 
fait h fill corps of nurses by means of tlie 
subterruueun connection of tlie new wards 
with the Nurses’ Home, can but give us a 
sense of gratitude ami relief. Under the 
kind supervision of tlie part donor of tlie 
Nurses’ Home, Mr. Lucius G. Pratt, a de- 
cided improvement bus been made in tlie 
entrance to tlie Home from tlie subway. 

Under tlie vigilunt supervision of tlie 
chairman of tlie building committee, Mr. 
D. It. Emerson, tlie auproaches to the Hos- 
pital have been changed, including removal 
and rebuilding of tlie horse sheds, and by 
universal agreement greatly improved. 

In closing this brief retrospective glance 
over tlie past year's work, let me renew 
the expression of my obligation to uli 
coadjutors on tlie hoard of trustees, uud to 
tlie piiysiciuus and nurses, for their loyultv 
uud dev< tiou to tlie exacting calls which 
are constantly made upon them. Thu 
cheerful response which uli have in varia- 
bly made, cun but till one witli sincere ap- 
preciation and respect, us well us iusnire 
us with renewed confidence in the future.

Most of the special Newton bills which 
were heard last week aro making rapid 
progress through the calendars, there being 
no opposition to them. Meanwhile Mr. 
Chadwiok has had the satisfaction of see- 
ing that the Newton idea concerning the 
expense ami uselessness of a special elec- 
tion by the people to fill an aldermanio 
vacancy for a short period has made a 
great impression upon the committee on 
oities. When the Melrose charter came up 
in the committee for a hearing the other 
day, it was pointed out to the Melrose peo- 
ple that they would do woll to follow the 
Newton precedent and arrange to fill alder- 
nmnio vacancies by elections in the board. 
The townspeople of Melrose, aooustomed 
to keep their hands upon everything in 
town meeting, rattier objected to this, and 
intimated that there were chances for all 
sorts of strange things to oocur, principal 
of which was the likelihood that the poli- 
tics of the ward would be upset by the 
man selected by the aldermen, representing 
the opposite political party from the one 
who died ami created the vacancy. Some 
one suggested that the Newton amendment ! 
be added with a further amendment that 
the successor should he of the same politi- 
cal party. This whs promptly sat upon by | 
Chairman Chamberlain, however, who 
thought that was more politics than he 
could stand. The Melrose charter will un- ! 
doubtedly contain the Newton provision 
when reported.

STREET RAILWAY PROJECTS. 

Newton seems to be right in tiie midst of 
an extraordinary street railway develop- 
ment, judging from tiie great number of i 
petitions for locations, presented at Mon- 
day night's meeting of tiie aldermen. 

But out of tiie great number presented. • 
there is one that seems to have more than ' 
tiie usual comprehensiveness for the de- 
velopment of Newton’s unoccupied terri- 
tory. The North side of tiie city has had j 
the advantage of having all its villages, 
.-.tve Auburndale, closely connected with ' 
each other, and the result lias been highly | 
favorable to the growtii of a more united 
feeling, while such trequeut means of o mi- 1 
muiiicatioii lias been a distinct advantage 
in building up the unoccupied space be- 
tween the business centres. 

it is now proposed to do for tiie soutii , 
side, what lius been done for the north 1 
side, and tiie Newton A Boston company 
has presented a comprehensive plan for 
uniting ull tiie South side villages. This is 
to extend tiie Wellesley A Boston through 
Beacon street to Waban, which has now no 
street ruilwuy service, and where the city ! 
owns a large umouut of laud, which is now ( 
proposed to bring into tiie market. A ! 
street railway would be of great benefit in j 
this respect, and tiie land would briug 
enough more to muke it profitable to widen 
that part of Beacon street, which is now I 
not built upou.

the most popular feature of the bill, 1 am 
told, so far as Melrose is concerned, but it 
comes into direct conflict with the special 
street railway law of last year, which says 
that franchises shall be granted by the 
aldermen, and if there is sulficient objec- 
tion, shall be subject to revision by the 
railroud commissioners. The Melrose 
charter leaves no chance for Mr. Bishop’s 
board, and of course there is small likeli- 
hood that the general court will repeal tiie 
street railway law, while if they make the 
charter subject to the present laws, it will 
be of no effect in this particular. 

Tiie annual report of F. G. Pettigrove, 
general superintendent of prisons, came 
out a day or two since, ami in it he gives a 
general review of tiie results of the 
changes which were made in prison indus- 
tries by the law passed lust year, to which , 

I had occasion to make several references, j 
That law made it peremptory to do ull 
prison labor by the public account plan, ex- 
cepting cane seating chairs and making : 
umbrellas. Mr. Pettigrove says that no 
particular changes were necessitated in the 
jails of Middlesex county. At Cambridge 
4.*j prisoners are making brashes, and 20 in 
the manufacture of mats on hand muchiues, 
both industries having been carried out on 
publio account for many years. It is im- 
possible to enlarge the shop industries 
here, oven if a suitable industry were 
found, as the land is now crowded with 
buildings. The master had kept a number 
of men preparing concrete for use on pub- ' 
lie buildings in the county, which tiie j 
superintendent thinks is worthy of atteu- , 
tlon. 

He says that for years the sheriff has 
employed 25 men in the Lowell jail sorting 
cotton waste. This has been changed from 
tiie piece price agreement to publio ac- 
omnt. I notice that Mr. Pettigrove sug- 
gests that the law be amended so us to per- 
mit more prisoners to be transferred from 
jails and houses of correction to the state 
farm. 'This place, lie says, affords an ex- 
cellent opportunity to subject prisoners to 
the discipline of hard work, which cannot ; 
always be furnished in the county prisons. i 
He thinks this will both serve the purposes 
of instruction and correction. The opinion 
is valuable as coming from a man who is ! 
opposed to Commissioner Ward’s idea of 
state control of county prisons, but who j 
favors this stop towards it. Evidently Mr. ; 
Pettigrove thinks that if this change ’were 
made, the test of the program would be 
unnecessary. 

1 notice that Charles W. Pierce bus put 
in a petition thut tiie Boston pink commis- 
sioners be authorized to take Downing’s ’ 
pond and Chandler’s pond in Brighton 
and Newton, uml fill any part or tiie whole 
of them, adding them to the park system of 
Boston. An issue of bonds of Boston for 
$2oo,ooo is authorized by the bill. 

Mr. Suiter of Lynn has put in u bill to 
authorize his city to vote on the question, 
“Shall Lyun remain in tho Metropolitan 
Park System?” If tiie vote is in the nega- 
tive all relations of Lynn to the park 
system are to be immediately severed. Of 
course it will be impossible lor such a bill 
to go through. Lynn justly complains that 
site is getting nothing out of the scheme, 
having purchased her own park, Lynn 
Woods, which have never been taken bv 
the metropolitan park commissioners, but 
for the city to be released from all obliga- 
tions which have been entered into in tiie 
issue of bonds, which assumed her to be a 
part of tho system, would be to increase 
the burdens upon the rest, if it did not 
vitiate the bonds. The key to the trouble 
is to take the Lynn Woods, at least to as- 
sume the care of them, and construct the

Hearing on the Concrete Contract. 

On the petition of Albert C. and Fred J. 
Warren of West Newton, an Interesting 
hearing was given Wednesday before the 
members of the highway committee at city 
hall. The hearing was the result of a re- 
cent decision by the highway committee to 
award to Simpson Brothers the contraot 
for the city’s concreting for 1899. 

Last Saturday bids tiled by Simpson 
Bros., A. C. & F. J. Warren, and several 
other firms, for this year’s contract, were 
received and opened, and the contract was 
awarded to Simpson Bros. Upon learning 
of this award, a petition was sent by the 
Warrens to Mayor Wilson, asking that a 
hearing be given them before the highway 
committee. 

At the hearing, beside the members of 
the highway committee, there were present 
Mayor E. B. Wilson, C. II. Ross, II. I). 
Woods, A. C. and F. J. Warren and G. 
Fred Simpson, of Simpson Bros. 

Mr. F. J. Warren spoke for the petition- 
ers, claiming that the contract should have 
been awarded his firm, on the ground that 
their bid was much lower than that of the 
Simpson Bros. 

He ulso made claims that there had been 
irregularities in the awarding of the con- 
tract, and among other things that city 
nlllcials had been unfriendly, and that Al- 
derman Lyman had not been notified of 
the meeting at which the bids were opened. 

In reply to his question, why the hid of 
his firm had been rejected, Chairman White 
said lie had not considered the firm as bid- 
ders. They had done no work nearer New- 
ton thuii Colorado, and it was too Ion" a 
distance away for Newton to treat. He 
did not know at the time that Mr. Warren 
was a resident of Newton. 

Mr. Warren charged that after the formal 
opening of the bids, the Simpson Bros, 
were allowed to change the figures, and 
that Mr. Ross had refused to give him in- 
formation as to the time the committee 
was to meet, to consider the matter. 

Mr. Warren was the only speaker, and at 
the conclusion of the hearing, Alderman 
Whittlesey moved that tlie contract he 
awarded tojthe Warren firm. Alderman Ly- 
matid seconded the motion but it fuiled to 
passed. 

It might be said that Mr. Simpson states 
that the only change he made in his bid 
was in response to a telephone request 
from Mayor Wilson, who asked him to 
make a small change in the figure for one 
item of work, uud that he replied that if 
was all that stood in the way he would do 
so, and Mayor Wilson told him his firm 
should have the contract. 

Mr. Warren claims also that by accept- 
ing his hid the city would suve some $4,000 
on the basis of last year’s work, which ivas 
unusually large in amount, but the city en- 
gineer figures it thut the city would save 
twilv §800. 

Mayor Wilson is said to bo very unhappy 
over the matter, as he has apparently prom- 
ised both parties, and it is rumored in the 
Boston papers that he is now disposed to 
favor having the city do the work, under 
Mr. Warren’s supervision.

almost any night. 1 don't say that they | 
are common, but I do snv that there are 
lots of men who have seen ’em nnd have j 
just ns much reason believing in ’em as i 
they have for believing in any regular i 
train. ” 

"Hnvo you yourself evor seen a ghost 1 
train?” I nskod. 

The station master chewed his cigar 
for n moment in silence and then said: 
"Seeing ns it’s you that asks me, I’ll 
tell you something thnt I haven’t told 
any mnu for more than ten yenrs unless 
he happened to bo nu experienced rail- 
road man. You see, I got tired of hav- 
ing people doubt my word nnd insinuate 
thnt I was a lunatic or hrd bien drink- 
ing too much whisky. You’ll perhaps 
think the same, but whnt I’m going to 
tell you is a cold fact, and there ain’t a 
bit of lying or poetry or political argu- 
fying or any of those sort of imaginative 
things nbout it. 

"You know the rond from here to 
Tiberias Ceuter? It’s pretty near a 
straight line, but when I first camo into 
these parts the trains used to run from 
here to Tiberius Ceuter by a mighty 
roundabout way. Tho line ns it was 
originally laid out ran in a sort of senii- 
circlo, taking in half a dozen small 
towns lying northwest of this place. 
After awhile the company surveyed the 
new line and bored the big tunnel 
through the Blue Eagle mountain. The 
old lino wasn’t entirely abandoned un- 
til about two yenrs ago, but ufter the 
tunnel was fiuished thero was only one 
passenger train each way daily ou the 
old line and a freight train three times 
a week. 

"I had a brother who lived up^at 
Manlius, a town on the old liue, nbout 
70 miles from here — that is to say. 
Manlius was bis postoifice address, but 
he lived in a house that was three miles 
from the station, and thero wasn’t any 
town of Muulius except the station 
house and a little shanty that was used 
as a postoffice.

“ l swung myself up on the rear plat form ” 
and the house locked up. I hammered 
ou the doors and tried the windows till 
I had settled thut there wasn’t any one 
at home and that I couldn't break in, 
and then 1 meandered back to the sta- 
tion, calculating to pass the night in 
the wood shed and take the train buck to 
Jericho the ucxtduy. It hud been snow- 
ing hard, uud thero was near u foot of 
snow on u level, let alone the big drifts 
thut were here and there. I was pretty 
well fagged out when 1 got to the station, 
which, of course wus shut up for the 
night, uud if it hadu’t been thut I hud 
a quart tlusk of whisky in my pocket 1 
should have come near freezing to death. 

"1 went into thu wood shed uud got 
round behind the wood, where the wind 
couldn’t reach me, uud after cussing iny 
brother for u spell on account of his 
having gone off and shut up his house 
1 made my preparations for taking a 
nap. Just then 1 heard the rumble of u 
train. This nuturully ustouished me, 
knowing us 1 did exactly whut trains 
were running ou that road aud thut 
there wasn't any sort of train due at 
tbutstutiou for tho next 16 hours How 
ever, the train kept coming uearer uud 
nearer, uud pretty soon 1 heard the 
grinding of thu brakes uud understood 
that the train was coming to a stop, i 
didn’t lose uuy time in getting out of 
thut wood shed und going fur thut train 
i could see it standing close to the wu- 
ter butt, ubout 60 yurds down the road, 
and knew, of course, thut thu engineer 
was taking iu wuter. When 1 reached 
her. 1 suw thut the train consisted only 


of a baggage car nnd a Pullman sleeper. 

I swung myself up on the rear platform 
of the sleeper nnd pushed tho door open 
with a good deal of trouble, for the 
Woodwork seemed to hnvo swelled, and 
thero wasn’t anybody to help too from 
the iusido of the car. 

"When 1 got inside, I looked nronnd 
for the passengers, but Vioro wasn't n 
single one. Neither was t litre any sign 
of the nigger porter, who ought to have 
been there to ask me for my ticket and 
to pretend that l was making him a lot 
of trouble by nsking for a bed. You 
know the ways of nigger porters, and 
how they always nmko you feel that if 
you don’t give them a pretty big tip you 
are a good deal worse than a slave 
driver. The car was lit up after a fash- 
ion by n single oil lamp, and all the 
berths looked ns if the passengers hud 
just jnmped out of them and the porter 
hadn't been rouud to moke up the beds. 

I couldn't think what bad become of 
the passengers, seeing as they couldn't 
have goue into the baggage car aud it 
didn't seem probable that a whole oar* 
fnl could have distributed themselves at 
way stutious. However, thut wasn’t any 
aff air of mine. 

"I opened, both doors of tho car to let 
a littlo nir blow through, for it was 
very musty, and tbeu 1 picked ont a 
good berth ami calculated to turn in for 
the uight 1 soon found that those 
berths weren’t fit for any Christian to 
sleep iu, for the bedclothes wero ns 
damp as if they had been left out iu n 
rainstorm. Where tho water had come 
from that had soaked them 1 couldn’t 
imagine, for it hadn’t rained any for a 
week, aud it stood to reason that the 
snow couldn’t have drifted into tho car, 
shut up as tight as it was. Then it puz- 
zled mo to imngiuo why tho porter 
hadn't taken tho wet clothes away and 
what had become of the nigger anyhow. 
The whole business was enough to throw 
a mnn off his balance, and I gave up 
tbinkiug about it, and, going into thu 
washroom, 1 sat down iu the wash bnsiu, 
which was the only dry seat in tho car, 
and, leaning up against tho corner, tried 
to get a nap. 

"By this time tho trniu bad left the 
station several miles behind aud was 
running at tho rate that I knew would 
have been risky on any road, let alono 
as rough a road as tho one we were nu. 
At first l didn’t mind this, the running 
of the train not being my business, but 
pretty soon I found that I could not 
keep iu my seat without holding ou 
with both hands. I’ve been iu cars that 
bnve done some pretty tall running nnd 
over some mighty rough roads, but I 
never before or since knew a car to 
jump and roll and shake herself general- 
ly as that car did. I began to think that 
tbo engineer was either drunk or crazy 
aud thut the puseugers had got so scared 
that they had all left the train. To tell 
the truth I would have been glad to 
bavo left tbo train myself, but I never 
was fond of jumping, aud if there is 
any man who says that he likes to 
jump from a truiu that is doing 40 or 
60 miles an hour, why, I just don’t be- 
lieve him. 

"All of a snddeu I thought of the 
bell cord, aud I decided that I would 
pull it and stop the train. Thou if any 
conductor appeared I would tell him 
who I was and inform him thut if he 
didn’t make bis engineer run the train 
iu a decent way I would take good care 
that tho division superintendent should 
know all ubout the thing. So I got bold 
of the bell'f ird and gave it a fairish 
sort of pull — not the very hardest sort 
of a pull, you understand, but just a 
moderate pull. Tbo cord broke in my 
baud us easy as if it bad been a piece of 
threud, aud all chance of stopping tbo 
train that way disappeared. I looked at 
the bcllcord aud saw that it was as rot- 
ten as u politician’s conscience, so I just 
broke off u piece of it about two or three 
yards long und put it iu my pocket, in- 
tending to show it to tho division su- 
perintendent as a specimen of thu way 
iu which Pullman car conductors at- 
tended to their business.

we wero running. I went buck into tho 
sleeper again uud, holding on' to u 
berth, tried to light up u cigar, but 
somehow the mutch didn't seem to take 
much interest iu thu thing. 1 felt con- 
fident thut iu u few minutes moro the 
car would leave thu track und go to 
everlasting sinusli, uud 1 remember feel- 
ing thankful thut 1 bud gone over my 
accounts just before leaving Jericho und 
that nobody could fuil to understand 
them.

"I got out ou the platform, hanging 
ou for ull 1 wus worth to the bund ruil, 

! until 1 got hold of the brake wheel, it 
i was us rusty as if it hud bet u soaking 
iu water for u week, but 1 didn’t mind 
that. 1 juutmed that brake down good 
and hard, but the brake chain snapped 
almost us eusy as the bcllcord, and 
there wus un end of thut pluu for stop- 
ping the train. Of course 1 knew that 
a bruke chain somethin s snups und you 
cun t prevent it, but it wus curious thut 
both the bcllcord uud tbo brake ebuitt 
ou thut cur should have been good for 
j nothing. 

I " Well, 1 got buck into the car uguiu, 
sud 1 took u middling good drink of the 
whisky, uud it sort of wurmed up my 
ouurugu. 1 never wus u drinking muu 


even in my young days, for 1 despise a 
drunkard, especially if ho is a railroad ! 
man. But £ hadn’t had above six or sev- 
en drinks thnt dny. and I knew that mi- 1 
ether moderate ono wouldn’t do me any j 
harm. I was beginning to feel a little 
ti -Tcr, when 1 ritnomlerod that I Imd 
never heard the whistle of the locomo- 
tive since wo had started from Manlius 
station Thnt showed me thnt. the engi- 
neer wasn’t cither drunk or mud, for in | 
either case he would hnvo blown his 
Whistle nbo’H two-thirds of the time, j 
there being nothing that n crnzv man or 
n drunken engineer finds ns soothing ns 
a steam whistle I couldn’t explain our 
flyiug nronnd curves nnd over level cross- 
ings without sounding tho whistle ex- 
cept on the theory thnt the engineer had 
dropped dead in his cnb.

"Thero wasn't n thing to bo seon 
through the car windows, for they were 
thick with dirt. So, wanting to get 
some idea of the locality that wo hnd 
got to, I went out on tho roar platform 
again, and getting down on thu lower 
step I leaned out to have a look all 
nroutid. Just then wo startod around 
another curve, uud whnt with my lin- 
gers being n little numb aud wbntwith 
tbe swaying of tbo cur I lost my bold 
uud wus shot off thnt train like a mail 
bag that is chucked nu to our platform 
when tbo Pacific express goes booming 
by 

"Luckily I fell into a snowbank aud 
wasn’t seriously hurt. However, the 
shock stunned mo for awhile, aud when 
I came to and found that 1 had no bones 
broken aud that my skull was all right 
I picked myself up and started to walk 
down the track till I should cutno to a 
house. After walking, as I should judge, 
about half a mile, I came to East Fa 
biusville, where there is u littlo tavern, 
aud mighty glnd I was to see it I 
knocked tho landlord up and got a bed, 
and it was noon the next day before I 
woke up. 

"There wasn’t any train to Jericho 
until ufter 3 o’clock, so not having 
anything to do I looked up the land- 
lord aud found ho was an old acquaint- 
unco of mine, uuined Hank Simmons. 
When 1 t., Id him that I had como to 
Fabiusvilfo by u night train, be sort of 
smiled, aud 1 could seo bo didn't be- 
lieve me. ‘I don’t say that tho train 
stopped hero,' I said, ‘lor the lust I 
saw of it was a mile or so up tho road, 
where I fell off the rear platform into a 
snowbank. But, all tho same, I did 
come most of tho way from Manlius 
last night iu a Pullman sleeper.’ 

" ‘Then you must buve come ou whnt 
tbe boys call tbe ghost train,’ says 
Hunk 

" ‘What train’s that?’ says I. 

" ‘Why, it’s the ghost of tho train 
thnt went off the bridge on tho Muskn- 
hoot river. Tho boys do suy thnt every 
once iu nwbilo thero is a train made 
up of n locomotive, n baggugo car and 
a Pullman sleeper that comes down the 
road hustling and goes off tho Musku- 
hoot bridge into tbe river. I never suw 
no such train myself, hut there’s lots of 
folks living along this road that lmvo 
seen it, und you’d have hard work to 
convince ’em thut it isn’t thu ghost of 
the wrocked train. Come to think of it, 
thut thero train was wrecked just a 
year ago last night, aud it’s probable 
that her ghost was out for uu ailing, us

"Well, when I camo to think the 
thing over I catue to the conclusion that 
Hank was right aud thut tho Pullman 
with the wet bedclothes aud tho rotten 
bcllcord wus nothing more or less than 
thu ghost of u car.

ufter 8 o’clock lust uight, uud 1 cun 
prove by thu lundlord of tho Fabiusville 
tavern thut 1 put up ut bis bouse just 
before 12 o’clock. A man, whether be 
is drunk or sober, cun t travel 70 miles 
iu three hours unless be does it ou u 
j railroad truiu. ' 

| "The superintendent wus u mighty

only smiled in uu uggruvutiug sort of 
wuy und suid: ‘You’d better tuko my 
advice uud keep quiet. You know bow 
dowu tbe directors are on uuy muu tbut 
drinks too much whisky If you go 
j about tulkiugof this adventure of yours, 


tho chances nro yen’ll 1 iso your plan©. ’ | 

"Just thou I hnppeuc l t > think of t4io 
piece of bellcord that 1 had taken from 
tho car. I put my hand iu tny pocket, 
and thero it was, sure enough. I hold | 
it up and s' id to tho superintendent: . 
'I hero’s n piece of tliornttni bellcord 
that I t; Id you about. Perhaps you’ll 
say 1 dreamed six feet of cord into my 
pocket. ’ 

"Tho superintendent took it, nnd I ■ 
could nee that ho was considerable stag- 
gered. ’Yon sny you got this out of the 
Pullman sleeper thnt you dreamed 
about:' ho asked.

It 
would bo uu engaging study to follow 
tbe course of the gulf streum und dis- 
cover if possible from what depth it 
proceeds and by what fire tbo heat is 
kept up. There aro few more interest- 
ing phenomena than tbe gulf stream 
Scientists buve speculated und geog- 
raphers have wondered ut it ever since 
its existence wus discovered. — Now 
York Ledger.

NEWTON EDUCATION ASSOCIATION. 


A MKKtlJfO OF THE ASSOCIATION WAR 
IIKJ.P MONDAY EVENING IN TUB IIAM. 
OF TUB II IO If SCHOOL BUILDING, NEW- 
TON VILLE. 


Prof. Wm. G. Ward spoke upon tlie 
’’Training of Jthe Future Citizen.” He be- 
gan by illustrating Mr. George’s scheme for 
providing for boys with no occupation in 
New York city. He contrived to bring to- 
gether upon Ids farm with all the preroga- 
tives of citizenship. The boys made a 
I little democracy, all uniting in making a 
government for themselves. 1st, the hoys 
built a prison for restraint for infraction of 
laws. Roys made their own laws with the 
power that Mr. George could veto, but he 
never used this power. 

2d illustration. The provision for the 
training of a million, more or less, of 
Russian Refugees, watching the operation 
of Aucmu tty’s School for Training to good 
citizenship. The education that stops 
short of moral excellence. We have edu- 
cated the Negro at the South intellectually, 
but we have loft out the moral, social, es- 
thetic, and spiritual culture, not only of the 
Negro but the whole people. The problem 
of how these elements are to be incorporat- 
ed Into our entire system of education, is not 
yet sol veil. H is to the public schools we 
are to look. Shall the Bible be brought in 
as tlie basis of this instruction? The peo- 
ple are considering this purpose. They 
will solve it. 

Illustration. A school of 3«>00; a meeting 
of teachers was held and it was decided to 
ask the pupils unexpectedly, “What do you 
go to school for?” Fifty per cent, answered 
to learn to make money ; Twenty-five per 
cent, answered because it was a pleasant 
thing to do: Twenty per cent, liked to go. 

Not a child said be went to school for 
the purpose of becoming more capable of 
serving others. This is the end of all 
schools, as of all homes and all churches. 

Things have changed from the time of 
our fathers. They were in the surround- 
ing of nuture. 

The teachers are anxious to do this very 
tiling. You wunt to address yourself to 
the soul. It is worse than the failure to 
train tlie intellect alone; we have only very 
partially trained even the intellect, while 
the whole of the feelings or sensibilities, 
life, begins in feelings. 

The faculties of observation and com- 
parison have been largely neglected in all 
the schools, ami so in the college tlie stu- 
dent cannot see what exists about them, 
and why? For tlie reason that we had no 
kindergarten. Worse than this neglect tlie 
imagination and memory, wanting this 
training, no judgment, and now, what we 
have to do is to tax the heart and head to 
excite every child to fit himself to do what 
he can to help every one at hand. 

No one can give answer to this question. 

Art is one of the fundamentals, great 
pictures, great sculptures, the madonna, 
tlie mother, and, this may be doubt, but 
the Greek, tlie good and the true. Tlie 
idea in tlie great pictures, the Pyramid, tlie 
Matterhorn, tlie Vatican. What ideas the 
artist, puts in his productions. 

Art is one of the highways to the esthetic 
nature of the child, beauty of form, of line. 
So much for painting, for building, but the 
landscape is God’s exhibition of the most 
wonderful art. 

Nature must be made familiar bv travel- 
ing as in gaining from actual contact. 
All physical training hus its moral side and 
relation. So has manual training its moral 
side. Morul training is in all faithful work 
of every kind. When we have tlie same 
devotion to morals thut we have for wealth 
we will have good citizenship.

NO STOVES IN KOREA. 

Imtlrnil FIiiph Are Laid Under tlie 

FloorN, Which Are THiin dented. 

Stoves nre not used to nny extent by 
the unlive Korenus The Korean meth- 
od of heating is excellently adapted to 
their resources and conditions. In build- 
ing their houses they lny down a sys- 
tem of fines where the floor ie to be. 
These fines begin at a fireplace, which 
is usually placed iu an outer shed or 
oouneoting closed ulleywny. 

From this fireplace tbo flues extend 
iu u more or less curved directiou, like 
the ribs of a round fau, to a trench at 
the rear of the room, which iu turn 
opens iuto a chimuey, which is usually 
placed some $stuuoe from the house. 
Flat flagstones are then placed carefully 
over these flues, and the whole is ce- 
mented over and fiunlly covered with a 
thick oil paper, for which the country 
is noted. This paper keeps smoko from 
entering the room, and a littlo straw or 
brushwood, used iu the fireplace for 
cooking the rice, serves to heat the 
stone floor nnd gives an agreeable 
warmth, which lasts till the time of the 
next meal. 

Two heatings daily tend to give the 
peoplo a nice warm floor, upon which 
they sit iu the daytime and sleep at 
night. Gy leaving their shoes at the 
door the inmates preserve thu pnper 
floor, which from constant polishing 
takes on a rich brown color. — New 
York Press. 


Maori Women.

Without a parallel In Newton’s history 
as a city, Monday’s snow storm was of 
gigantic proportions. It almost completely 
crippled the Boston Jk Albany and the elec- 
trics. cutting off all means of travel to and 
from Boston or village to village. 

All day Sunday the snow fell relentless- 
ly, but by evening it had ceased, leaving 
the general impression that there would be 
nothing than more or less inconvenience 
and delay as a result. Monday morning, 
however, it began again with redoubled 
fury, and continued until the early hours 
of Tuesday. 

Early Monday the trains and trolleys 
were fairly regular, but long before noon 
they were forced to disregard schedules, 
and infrequent trips were the rule. The 
trains became delayed, and many snow 
bound. The electrics, headed and followed 
by plows and gangs of shovelers fought 
desperately, but found it well nigh impossi- 
ble to handle the great quantities of snow. 

Business men in Boston found it impossi- 
ble to reach home. Many remained in 
town over night. A word of praise is due 
the Boston Elevated, however. It estab- 
lished a new record in battling with snow 
drifts. Through splendid management and 
hearty co-operation by high and low- em- 
ployes, combined with almost super- 
human exertion, its lines were kept open, 
and sunrise of Tuesday found it in condi- 
tion to run cars very nearly on schedule 
time. 

This record was in marked contrast to 
the Boston & Albany, which did almost 
nothing for the accommodation of Xewton 
traffic. There were no outward bound 
trains Monday afternoon. Would-be pass 
engers crowded the Boston station, but 
were compelled to wait until 0 o’clock be 
fore a train could be made up. Many of 
those who were anxious to reach home* be- 
came tired of waiting, and made Boston 
their temporary address. 

Trains even Tuesday were infrequent, 
and only two tracks were open on the main 
line. The Circuit oommunters fared even 
worse. The Woonsocket division of the 
New York & New England was not heard 
from until Wednesday. Sixty passengers 
bound for Needham, Qighlandville, Dover, 
Medtieldand Charles Itiver Village were 
abandoned at Newton Highlands, and were 
cared for by the hospitable members of the 
Highland Club. These gentlemen made a 
cavarausary of the club house, and con- 
tinued their hospita'ity until Tuesday 
afternoon, when the belated wayfarers 
were carried to their homes in three of S. 
L. Eaton’s large pungs. 

THE LOCAL STREET RAILWAYS 

commenced their battle with the snow 
Monday afternoon. Until late Monday 
night they did their best to keep the tracks 
clear. The Newton & Boston street rail- 
way and the Wellesley & Boston street 
railway were handicapped by the breaking 
down of two ploughs. As a result their 
lines were not in operation to any exteut 
until Wednesday. 

The Commonwealth avenue street rail- 
way has the most exposed tracks, but not 
withstanding this made good headway. 

To the Newton street railway much 
credit is due. The greater part of Tuesday 
cars were running from this place to Wai- 
tham over the main line <fft fair time. The 
Bemis line tracks are still snowed under. 

THE STREETS 

were heavily blocked, but Commissioner of 
Streets Boss and an augmented force of 
highway department laborers worked day 
ami night. Ploughs and teams were early 
in action, and ever since have been very 
active, flu* removal of the snow will cost 
the city over $ 15 , 000 , it is estimated. 

Residents in that section of the city 
where it is compulsory to keep the side- 
walks clear of snow, showed their willing- 
ness to comply with the ordinances. Other 
parts were desolate and barren wastes un- 
til tlie city’s teams and shovelers got in 
their work. 

Asst. Commissioner of Streets Stuart 
was thrown from his sleigh Tuesday morn- 
ing, and had several lingers hurt. His 
sleigh became overturned in the huge 
drifts at Newtonville. 

MAILS. 

were twenty-four hours late on the north 
side, while on the south side the condition 
of things was much worse. The south side 
of the city was practically shut off from 
civilization for a day ami more. 

TIIE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Luckily there was nothing for the lire de- 
partment to do other tliuu keep the side-* 
walks in front of the engine bouses free 
from .snow, ami to clear the snow away from 
hydrants. This, however, kept all the 
permanent men busy, and in many cases 
call men ably assisted. The wires and 
boxes gave very little if any trouble. 

NO SCHOOL 

signals were rung Monday afternoon ami 
twice on Tuesday. The fact that Supt. 
Aldrich failed to sound the “no school” 
signal Monday morning has caused much 
unfavo:atde criticism. Many pupils turned 
out and faced the storm, but were late in 
reaching home after the session. Several 
High school pupils on the south side were 
passengers on the snow bound trains, and 
did not reach home until late at night. 
Some attempted to walk, and suffered all 
kinds of inconveniences before arriving at 
their destination. 

THE POLICE 

were little the worse for the heavy storm. 
The signal box system was in first class 
shape, and though the patrolmen found it 
difficult to make their rounds through the 
drifts, every call pulled was registered at 
headquarters. Monday night the men 
were given instruction to be on the lookout 
for tires and other possible damage. .Some 
day men were several hours in reaching 
home after being relieved at the r».3<) after- 
uoon shift. Several night officers were de- 
layed in reaching their routes Monday 
night, but none absented themselves. 

FELL AND FROZEN. 

Thomas Cummings, on his way from ; 
Newton to Now ton Centre. Monday even- 
ing, in what the police claim was an intox- : 
icated condition, suffers now with a frozen j 
foot ami ankle, the result of exposure. 
About 10 o’clock a message was received at 
police station 1, Newton, that a drunken i 
man was lying in the snow on Centre 
street. Patrolmen Good and Haynes were i 
detailed by Sergt. Tom Clay, uml about 
10 15 found Thomas Cummings in a snow j 
bank at the corner of Sargent and Centre j 
streets. lie wus half burled in the snow, ' 
und very drunk. They called the patrol 
wagon and lie was removed to police head- 
quarters. He was without a shoe or stock- 
ing on the left foot, and u diligent search 
on the part of the officers failed to locate 
the missing property. At police headquar- 
ters Cummings was cared for by the city { 
pliysiciun. The patrol wagon made the 
run from West Newton to the box at the 
corner of Centre and Sargent streets and J 
return iu lifty-two minutes This is cer- 
tuiuly worthy of more than passing notice, 
considering the condition of the streets. 

NO COURT. 

There was no session of tiie police court, I 


! Tuesday morning, owing to Judge. Kenne- 
dy’s inability to reach the court house at 
West Newton. Clerk of Court hittlesey 
i opened court, and it was immediately ad-

service was but slightly affected. The 
communication between villages over the 
wires was remarkably good, though the 
linemen were prepared for breaks and 
fallen wires. 

INCIDENTS. 

There are countless incidents of the big 
storm which, if all recorded, would proba- 
bly make very interesting reading. Some 
of them are told below. 

City Hall officials were forced to close 
their offices early Monday and make an 
early start for homo. The majority en- 
gaged hacks, and suffered but little delay 
in consequence. 

On Tuesday everybody except City Mes- 
senger Wellington and Janitor Powell, 
were late in reaching the offices. All de 
partmetits were represented, and by noon 
everything was in working order. There 
was no great amount of work as the visi- 
tors to the hall were few in number. 

A carriage started from Newton Monday 
evening with three passengers, one for 
Newtonville, one for West Newton and the 
third for the Woodland Park Hotel. The 
first man paid $2, the second $2 ."><). and tiie 
third $5. The passengers set their own 
price, and felt the hack driver was very 
reasonable. 

Newspapers were at a premium Monday 
night. The Boston Globe hud a four-horse 
team out, and every copy was readily dis- 
posed of. As this was thu only paper obtain- 
able tiie Globe received much commenda- 
tion for its enterprise. 

There was a scarcity of milk Tuesday, 
although the milk men made their rounds 
Monday. In some cases milk dealers re- 
fused to attempt making the rounds, know- 
ing their horses would unde ubtedly suffer, 
and that the immense amount of snow 
would force them to abandon their teams. 

Some Bos’ on business men, with homes 
iu Newton, complained of tiie crowded 
condition of the down town hotels of the 
Hub, saying that food was scarce unw 
man found sleeping apartments unobtain- 
able, and paid Si. 50 for the privilege of 
sleeping on a billiard table. 

At West Newton a snow plow, an engine 
and a passenger train on tiie Boston & Al- 
bany were tied-up on tiie tracks under tiie 
Washington street bridge, for over six 
hours. Tiie engines having exhausted their 
water supply, it was found necessary to 
call upon the tire department for a line of 
hose. This was run from the hydrant in 
front of lire engine 2's house to the trains 
at Eddy’s coal yard. 

At \\ oodland a passenger train spent the 
greater part of Monday afternoon and 
evening. Others were stalled on the Cir- 
cuit. 

l’he report of extinguished lights was 
surprising. Not over half a dozen arcs and 
: incandescents were out of order. A tmm- 
her of gas and oil lamps, which the care* 
j taker was unable to reach in his sleigh, 
were of course left unlighted, 
i Local business men had their stores open 
I but found difficulty in reaching their cus- 
tomers' houses. Despite all there was no 
famine, and nobody suffered severely from 
the blizzard. 

All sorts of stories are told of tryiug ex- 
periences in the storm of Monday. One 
gentleman started from Boston in an elec- 
tric, and when that was stalled, walked 
ahead to the next one in front, and made , 
six changes of this kind before reaching 
Newton. A party of twelve hired a pung 
with four horses to bring them out, ami 
were live hours on the trip. Those who 
stayed in Boston had still worse experi- 
ences, according to the stories told at home, I 
but as the daily papers say that all tiie I 
Boston theatres were crowded with j 
men, and tell tales of the jolly crowds at | 
the hotels, perhaps they did not suffer as I 
much as might have been expected. It is 
true, however, that the early trains and 
electrics on Tuesday brought out numbers 
of weary looking men, with tales of the 
impossibility of finding any room at tiie 
hotels, and who said they had to pass the 
night at their stores and offices. 

Newton Highlands and Upper Falls 
could not be readied by cars over the New- 
ton & Boston street railway until late yes- 
terday, and the Allston terminus was just 
as remote. 

Several pupils of the High school, whose 
homes are at Lower Falls, spent Monday 
night at the Riverside depot. 

Tuesday is commonly pay dav among tiie 
city departments, but not until Wednesday 
did Paymaster Newhall make his rounds. 

Almost all events of social importance 
announced for Monday and Tuesday even- 
ing were postponed. Some until after tiie 
Lenten season, while others will come 
next week. 

There was a marriage ceremony at New- 
ton Centre iu tiie height of the storm, late 
Monday afternoon. The groom was lute 
in reaching- the home of the bride, and the 
minister walked from Newtonville rather 
than cause any disappointment. 

There was no outward bound train on 
the Circuit between 4 in tiie afternoon and 
midnight. Passengers on tiie latter had 
fierce struggles to reucli home after leaving 
tiie cars at Newton Centre and Newton 
Highlands. 

Chief Randlett met with a bad accident 
I uesday afternoon while driving on Wash- 
ington street, near the Newtonville truck 
house. His horses were being driven tan- 
dem when they suddenly became frightened 
ami started to run away. The runners of 
the sleigh became caught in the rails, and 
caused tiie vehicle to overturn. The chief 
was thrown out, but escaped unhurt. His 
driver pluck ily held thu reins, and was 
dragged several hundred feet. His plucky 
action prevented any serious accident, ho w- 
ever. The shafts of i lie sleigh and a por- 
tion of tiie harness were damaged. 

There is greut demand for coal, all deal- 
ers having as many orders as it is possible 
to till, and it lias gone up a dollar a ton.

Ne wton Federation Meeting. 

The Newton Federation of Women’s 
Clubs met Friday, Feb. 3rd, at Bray’s Hall, 
N ewton Centre. Mrs. Peloubet, the presi- 
dent of tiie Federation, presided. The 
speaker of the ufternooii was Mr. E. B. 
Haskell, member of the Metropolitan Park 
C onimission, who gave a most instructive 
talk upon “The Park System.” 

Twelve cities and twenty-four towns 
within a ratfius of twelve miles of Boston 
are included in this system. These cities 
and towns have a population of about 
eleven million and pay two thirds of tiie 
whole tux. 1 n 18ii2 the legislature appoint- 
ed this commission, calling it "The (Join- 
mission in Public Revenues.” The idea 
was to obtuin the control of historical 
places, either by gift or purchase. 

A permanent Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission wus appointed iu 185)3, with a fund 
of u million dollars to carry on the work. 
This commission Inis taken tiie rocky 
heights iu Blue Hill, 4700 ucres, the Mid- 
dlesex Fells, 3ooo acres. Beaver Brook ' 
Reservation, including Waverly Oaks, the 
Newton Upper Fulls Hemlock Gorge Koser- j 
vation, ami others. 

in building boulevards, the general plan 1 
is to connect densely populated portions 
with these reservations.

(Letter In Boston Transcript.] 

It is to tiie ethical touchstone we should 
bring every social, theological and political 
question. 

The political unwisdom of the proposed 
Phillippino annexation has been demon- 
strated by our own noblest and wisest 
statesmen, so that lie who runs may read 
and understand. Morally the scheme is in 
direct opposition to every precept of Jesus, 
as enunciated in the immortal sermon on 
tiie mount. Annexationists make no ap- 
peal to the moral sense; contrast tiie suburb 
address of Senator Hoar with that of his 
colleague, Cabot Lodge, the Christian 
statesman and tiie jingo • politician. Our 
faith in the eternal verities should he snob 
that no amount of the politician’s twaddle, 
if wanting on the ethical side, should find 
lodgment with us. The crowd may and 
often does out-vote us, but “one with God 
is a majority.’* It is iu this spirit that the 
Cuban, Hawaiian and Philippine questions 
should be examined by all. 

As with Individuals, so with nations, 
their sins will find them out. Tiie man 
who kills another we call a murderer; 
what shall we say of tiie nation whioh 
causes the deatli of thousands? The day 
of retribution cannot be evaded, for while 
tiie mills of God grind slowly, they grind 
surely. Jefferson said regarding slavery, 
“I tremble for my country, when I consider 
that God is Just and his justice will not 
slumber forever.’’ The sin of slavery was 
atoned for iu part by our late civil war, 
with its horrid results of butcheries and 
demoralization, tiie effects of which were 
not outgrown when our late war was so 
recklessly forced upon us. At President 
McKinley’s request, Spain yielded point 
after point of his demands— that tiie cruel 
General Weyler be removed from his com- 
mand ; that permission be granted to take 
rood to starving Cubans; that autonomy bo 
granted to Cuba of the same character 
which Canada enjoys from England ; that 
indemnity be paid for the destruction of 
the Maine, and that a truce be granted ; that 
full terms could be arranged with Hie 
Cuban insurgents. It was the opinion 
of our President and cabinet that his de- 
mand for the entire freedom of Cuba could 
be obtained from Spain, with some weeks’ 
further negotiation, which he urged should 
be granted. The unprincipled jingo* in 
Congress and the press wickedly forced the 
hand of the President and declared war. 
An iniquitous beginning cannot be expected 
to have a good ending. Nothing can atone 
for the murderous war we forced with 
Spain. 

Of our connection with Hawaii, it was a 
dastardly act which ordered tiie United 
States marines to land and aid in over- 
throwing the constituted government, over- 
turning a monarchy and establishing an 
oligarchy, which is a more distasteful form 
of government to a true American. Wo 
have many friends and former students, 
citizens and natives of Hawaii whose pecu- 
niary interests are greatly enhanced by an- 
nexation to the United States. Still as the 
consent only of a mere fraction of tiie in- 
habitants was asked or obtained for an- 
nexation, it was opposed as an un-Ameri- 
can act ; also, because all the privileges we 
can have with annexation we could huve 
enjoyed without. With annexation the 
United States at once greatly increased its 
navy, with its demoralizing influences and 
enormously increased expense, three- 
fourths of which will be paid by tiie com- 
mon people. 

We have read during many years past of 
tiie heroic contest tiie Filipinos have waged 
with their oppressor, Spain. They, like 
Cuba, had nearly exhausted Spain’s re- 
sources and achieved independence, driv- 
ing the Spanish into the cities and strong- 
holds. Just then Admiral Dewey appeared 
and brilliantly destroyed the Spanish navy. 
For this Aguinaido, commander of the 
Filipinos, expressed warm thanks. 
Aguinaido has been termed the Washing- 
ton of his country. Our obvious duty then 
was to extend further aid, if necessary, iu 
crippling the oppressor, and leave the Fill 
pinos to complete their government iu 
whatever form they deemed bestaud which 
was none of our business. 

Had Lafayette and tiie French govern- 
ment, after aiding us to expel Hie British 
oppressor, demanded naval stations and a 
protectorate of us, that they might assist 
Washington, Jefferson, Adams and their 
compeers in forming a stable government, 
which all Europe considered us incompe- 
tent to develop, their demands would have 
been analogous to our demands of the 
Filipinos. 

Fortunately Messrs. Hoar, Edmunds, 
Boutwell, Sehurz, Atkinson and Charles 
Francis Adams, with hundreds of the wis- 
est and best among our statesmen, have 
spoken, and with such deserved iiilluence 
with the thoughtful citizens that the tide is 
turning. It is believed that the moral 
strength of t ho nation is utterly opposed 
to the nefarious projects forced on tiie 
President by the unprincipled politicians 
at Washington and their followers through- 
out the country. Give the American peo- 
ple time and the excitable crowd is routed ; 
a sure proof of stability and permanence in 
our form of government. 

Ail tiie fundamental truths our fathers 
enunciated as self-evident are suppressed 
and thrown to the winds as we enter upon 
imperialism. This is shown in the master- 
ly address of Charles Francis Adams at 
Lexington on Forefathers’ Day. 1. All 
men are created equal and endowed with 
certain inalienable rights— life, liberty and 
tiie pursuit of happiness. 2. That gov- 
ernments derive their just power from the 
consent of the governed. 3. That we 
avoid all entangling political alliances with 
foreign nations. 4. That taxation with- 
out representation is tyranny, etc. 

These fundamental axioms were unique 
and contrary to those of any European na- 
tion. Each and every one of those princi- 
ples which have been our boast.it is pro- 
posed to ignore and to establish an oli- 
garchy in Hawaii, a protectorate in Cuba 
and a tyranny iu the Philippines. 

God save Hie republic of the United 
States of America.

, Henry George received <W,000 votes for 
Mayor of New York, and was not elected. 
Theodore Roosevelt received 00,000 votes, 
Abram S. Hewitt received 90,000 votes and 
was elected. Provious to this time I know 
of Henry George only from casual news- 
paper mention, but now said to myself, the 
man that can, all of a sudden, command 
os.ono votes for mayor of New York, I cai - 
not afford not to know something of. I 
immediately subscribed to and read the 
•’Standard” which was of course promi- 
nently mentioned as the Single Tax organ, 
under Mr. George’s editorship. With the 
reading of tho flrst few numbers I w’us in- 
stantaneously converted to the doctrine of 
the right of all men instead of a few to tlie 
use of God’s continuing bounty, nud have 
never since had a backslide or a misgiving. 

It was enough for me tlmt IBs doctrine was 
right. The Standard suspended in 18512 . 

For six years, from 1880 to 18512, I liad 
plodded along, alone, too busy to cuftivate 
the acquaintance of Single Taxers. In 185)2 
a Mr. Burhenne, an upholsterer by trade, 
an intelligent and nrdent man, called to 
know if I would stand for tlie office of 
treasurer of the Mass. Single T ax League, 
Mr. Garrison having then been president 
for one or two years. I had attended one 
annual dinner of tlie league at tlie Ameri- 
can House and my appetite was strong. 

After another three years there began a 
period of growing activity. In February, 
1893. came tlie Wakelield campaign with its 
week of protracted meetings. 

Monday evening, Mr. Garrison; 'Tuesday 
evening, Mr. Brazier; Wednesday evening, 
Mr. Brazier; Thursday evening, Mrs. 
Twitched; Friday evening, Dr. Symington 
Brown; Saturday evening, Mr. Brazier. 

Wakelield, instead of being a glorious 
victory, was a sort of drawn battle. Most 
of the warriors were more or less injured 
by tlie recoil of their own guns hut all lived 
to light another day, and ure looking for 
that day to come. 

In tlie fall of 185)3 came tlie Delaware 
campaign. Mr. Garrison went on and 
spoke in the series of Sunday evening opera 
house meetings at Wilmington, and the 
Mass. League sent $1200 tlie proceeds of 
two dinner collections. In tlie season of 
l8!H»-7, the Boston banquets began, ami will 
it is hoped close a third season about Mar 
25, witli a banquet to tlie Republican and 
Democratic State Committees with a view 
to finding a place for local option in both 
party platforms. 

Tlie climax of the mass movement is set ; 
for Washington’s birthday, Wednesday of 
next week, at 3 o’clock, at Tremont Tem- 
ple, with Hon. Tom 1.. Johnson and Mr. 
Thomas G Shearman to speak to a mass 
meeting. Mr. Johnson is the multi-million- 
aire, the intimate friend and disciple of 
Henry George, who has closed up hisaetive 
business interests and will devote IBs time 
and IBs means to tlie cause lie lias so much 
at heart. It is hoped that every member of 
the Newton club will swell his welcome in 
Boston. 

During these years I had tried several 
times to read Progress and Poverty and did 
not read it. 'Then l tried once more and 
did. i would not now recommend anyone 
else to begin with this hook, a book which 
is exhaustive in more senses Ilian one to tlie 
average mind. Meantime, Social Prob- 
lems Imd finished whatever tlie Standard 
might have left undone, hut tlie climax | 
came to my mind with tlie Condition of 
Labor in 185)1. The Perplexed Philosopher | 
interested me greatly— as good as a novel 
for its ruciuess, and for dictum a .spell- 
binder. The chapter on Compensation, 
answering the charge of Confiscation, : 
which has been to me as to so many others I 
a cause of stumbling. I read and re read.

THE GREAT STORM. 


The record of great storms has been 
broken again, and the whole country has 
been blockaded with one of the heaviest 
snow storms ever known. It extended as 
far south as the Gulf of Mexico, and the 
sufferings of people in the southern states, 
who are not used to zero weather.is s lid to 
have been intense. The early fruit and 
vegetable crops in the south are said to 
have been ruined, and evidently prunes 
will be popular for weeks yet, and early 
vegetables will have to be obtained with a 
can opener. 

In Newton, on Monday, the streets be- 
came almost impassable by noon, and drifts 
were piled up in all directions. Fortunate- 
ly the telephone wires were in good work- 
ing order, and the great number of Newton 
men imprisoned in Boston could relieve the 
suspense of their families. 

As usual in a great snow storm the rail- 
roads were tangled up, the Boston & Al- 


fightlng for liberty and their right to their 
own lmtlve land.

The same charge 1 ms been brought 
acainst Mrs. Hunt before, and the text- 
book in which she is interested. It might 
be added that men entitled to be called au- 
thorities on the question of physiology are 
inclined to ridicule the claims that the book 
gives any scientific instruction in regard to 
temperance, but this the friends of Mrs. 
Hunt claim to bo nothing but jealousy, and 
that even if the statements made are too ex- 
treme, they are calculated to do good in 
frightening children from alcoholic drinks 
and narcotics. The Herald concludes its 
article by saying: "This is a job, pure and 
simple, in which mercenary interest dis 
guises itself in a cloaking of a high regard 
for humanity.”

"Wo aro never amazed when vessels 
go aground nnd aro wrecked on Lnko 
Erie during tiie gales that aro common 
on that treacherous water, for wo ox- 
pcct such things then," said a lake 
skipper, "but whou one is grounded on 
a clear day and wrecked on a course as 
clear as the day in tho hands of a pilot 
that knows tho ground like n book wo 
naturally wonder n little nnd want to 
know tho whys nnd wherefores. Snell 
wiih tho case of the propeller Snsan E. 
Peck that went aground near Bar point 
and was lost with a $20,000 cargo. 

"The captain of tho Susan E. bad 
sailed successfully hundreds of times 
between Point Peloo nnd Bar point and 
in all kinds of weather, and this time 
ho laid a wheelman who wns known 
from olio end of the lake to tho other ns 
one of the most expert navigators in 
tho lake business. He lmd been lying 
up u long time, for the very good reason 
that owing to nu accident to ouo of bis 
legs that leg had to bo amputated to 
save his life. The lost member was re- 
placed by an urtillcinl leg, nnd then the 
pilot was ready to tako bis post nt the 
wheel aguiu. His first service aftor bin 
misfortune wns this trip of the Susan 
E. Peck, and bo run her aground. 

"Tbo puzzle to everybody was bow 
it was possiblo for the propollor, han- 
dled by a man of such skill nnd experi- 
ence, on a struigbt course only -10 miles 
long nnd with every sailing condition 
favorable, to lenvo her course. Tbo pilot 
was tbo most puzzled nnd astounded 
person of nil. Ho sooujjiot another ves- 
sel, and this ono be ran in such an er- 
ratic manner, but fortuuntely with no 
disastrous icsult, that be wns compelled 
to givo her up, and bis usefulness ns a 
pilot wns gone. Ho and others wont to 
investigating to sec if they could dis- 
cover wbat was wrong with bis seu- 
uinusbip. 

"After nwbilo they discovered wbat 
they believed wns tho trouble. In tbo 
pilot’s nrtilieiul leg a great deni of stool 
bad been used in tho joints and other 
places, Sitting close to tbo biunuolo, as 
bo did while steering, this steel derang- 
ed tbo compass so that it threw the 
wheel man way off bis reckoning and 
led to the wrong piloting that bad 
wrecked the Snsan E. Peck and endan- 
gered tbo other vessel that the wheel- 
man navigated subsequently. This was 
wbat they argued, and to demonstrate 
tiie correctness of the theory tbo pilot 
took charge of a vessel without wear- 
ing bis false Jog. Everything worked to 
a charm. Tho mystery of tbo Susan E. 
Peck was solved, and tbo pilot was re- 
stored to iiis old plaoe in tho couliduuce 
of Lake Erie skippers and vessel own- 
ers.” — Now York Sun.

The affairs of the Fiunll village of ! 
Round Hill had been administered for I 
almost a generation by its three most il- j 
lostrions citizens. 

Four times a yenr tho school children 
came together on tho stops of the church : 
to sco tho colonel, the major and the cap- 
tain ride solemnly out of town on their 
long tailed horses, with their pension 
vouchers buttoned securely under their 
medals over their senrs, and then tho 
boys, fired by military ardor, commonly 
ran in a body to tho littlo red cannon | 
bouse nt tho end of the villagn street, 
where they jostled and shouldered each 
other at the keyhole and caught such 
glimpses as they could of the grim old 
Union gun in tho shadowy interior. It 
was all that had beeu left of the cap- 
tain’s battery, and everybody knew how 
the captain had stuck by that gun. Aft- 
er the war was over the people at Wash 
ingtou had given him the guu for his 
ow n. The cnptaiu carried tho key in his 
pocket, and on holidays, if the boys had 
beeu good, ho unlocked the doors and 
took them in to see his pet. 

Everybody knew that the colonel had 
lost his leg at Cbnucellorsville, that the 
mnjor’s eyo had been shot out at Cedar 
Mountain and that the captain had 
■worn an empty sleeve since the battle of 
Gettysburg. 

^ Tho three had goue away in the samo 
company, of which the colonel was 
captain, and they had come back hors 
de combat at various times during the 
progress of the war, just as Providence 
and the disabling wound had decroed. 

Major Peck, w ho hnd beeu tho first to 
jreturu, had taken his father’s place as 
landlord of tho village tavern, which 
was a temperance house, hung up his 
sword in the office and turned his mys- 
terious glass eye on tho traveling pub 
lie, which was a very 6inull public in- 
deed. 

Nest in turn came Colonel Rose on 
his crutches just in time to limp into 
the vacant postoffice, where, under 
president after president, he had sorted 
the letters, and nobody had dreamed of 
turning him out. 

Captain Bissell, who had come last, 
bad beeu promptly made sexton of the 
little Episcopal church where the 
colonel read the sermon every Sunday 
morning uud had beeu promoted at once 
to the equally honorable duty of reading 
the prayers. 

Three more gentle, simple minded, 
easy going citizens than the colonel, the 
major and the captain were not to bo 
found in all the town. They were mod- j 
estly conscious that they had only done 
their duty, and the major, who was by 
nature a timid man, concealed in his 
breast a profound secret which was 
known only to the colonel. 

Nothing, however, in tho minds of 
the villagers any more than in the minds 
of the boyB could divest the three crip- 
pled soldiers of the smell of powder and 
the din of battle. From the first they 
had beeu regarded as heroes of ex truer 
diuary courage, and like sensible men 
they accepted tho honors and the offices 
which everybody said they had earned. 

Soon after the colonel came into the 
postoflice he had beeu elected by an 
overwhelming majority to be supervisor 
of the township, and the major natural 
ly came to be perpetual justice of the 
peace, because the long bullroom in tho 
tavern was the only suitable place in 
which to hold court. Then us the two 
positions held by the captain were with- 
out pay or perquisites of any kind the 
voice of the villagers as one man, wom- 
an and child demanded that he should 
teuch the village school, and a well dis- 
ciplined school it was, where no winter 
boy ever rose in his might to try con- 
clusions with tho muster. 

All these events followed each other 
in the must natural way nt Runud Hill, 
and then came the liberal pensions, to- 
gether with periodical allowances for a 
leg, un arm and an eye, uud tho money 
flowed into the circulation of the vil- 
lage, uud the three officers were more 
firmly in tho saddle than ever, so that 
when the cuptaiu rang tho church bell 
at 0 o’clock in the evening it had ull 
the military authority of tuttoo, uud tho 
lights soon fuded out of tho chamber 
windows as if the town had beeu under 
murtiul law. Thu people dreamed uud 
snored uud slept us securely in their 
beds us if the colonel hud beeu sitting 
on his horse ull night at one end of tho 
street uud the major ut tho other, with 
the captain standing at tho truil of his 
guu in the sturlight down by tho cun- 
uou house. Round Hill wus such u mil- 
itary town thut tho people never shook 
bunds. They stood at attention and sa- 
luted euch other just us tho captain 
saluted tho colonel. When they turned 
about, they aiwuys turned tu the right, 
like tho major, by putting the right foot 
bebiud tho left uud coming round on 
their heels. 

Thu colonel, tho tnujor uud tho cap- 
tain hud it ull thiir own way uud were 
loved uud respect* d and oLeyod until 
they grew old uud died and were buried 
in tho side hill churchyard. The colonel 
hud the right of the line, uud the three 
were dressed on each other uud fuced to 
the front ready for the last roll cull, 
and now that they were gone the people 
were prouder than ever of their record. 
They hud beeu such heroes, each in his 
own way, thut no one could suy which 
hud beeu the bruvest. 

A few of the older men in the villuge 
remembered when the three officers hud 
beeu boys in the Round llill school to- 
gether uud how they had hunted for 
pennies under the tavern steps in their 
time and swung on the hoot of the four 
horse stage and laughed out loud in 
school at the sound of the driver’s horn 
and how they had fought their small 
battles, never dreaming that when they 
grew up they should take purl in the 
great buttles of u grout war. 

lu*thuse days Uib Reck was u studi- 
ous, quiet, bashful boy, Kd Rose was 
generous ami reckless to a fault, uud if 
little Dnu Eibsell sometimes failed in 


his task it v;n* because ho neglected Ids 
duty to do something else which for tho 
moment interested him more. 

A few yiars later, when tho war 
broke out, Ed wns all excitement ami 
fight, and promptly begun raising a ; 
company, and Dan was with ldtu, rid I 
ing over the county enlisting men | 
While all this was going on (iilbert. 
Peck stopped at home and wondered if 
he were ever intended for a soldier. IIo 
doubted if he were, but he could have 
lio doubt about bis duty to his country, 
and so in tho end he joined Ed’s com- i 
pony in time to be made second lieuten- 
ant. Before their lirst battle Lieutenant ! 
Bissell bad beeu transferred into the 
artillery and Lieutenant Peek was pro- 
moted next in rank to the captain. 

So the regiment came up to Cedar 
mountain nlong the dusty roads and 
across the fields of blackberries, under 
tb*j hot sun. All day it lnv in reserve, 
and the men listened to tho grind, griud, 
grind of tho musketry at the foot of tho 
mountain. When night came, they heard 
the first shells howl over their heads 
and saw tho burning fuses like shooting 
stars blazing across tho sky and the 
guns of the infantry sparkling like tiro- 
flies in the fields. Then when the regi- 
ment was ordered to charge Lieuteuant 
Peck knew for tho first time thut ho 
lacked the nerve to carry him up the 
hill into tho smoke of tbe battery, 
which thundered and blazed uud lighted 
tho cornstalks with every discharge. 
Ho thought of tho peoplo at Round Hill 
and ho thought of his duty, aud the 
disgrace of stopping bebiud seemed 
more dreadful than death in tho corn- 
field, uud ull tbo time ho knew his cow- 
ardly legs would refuso to do their 
work. Ho knew that they wero getting 
ready to serve him a scurvy trick in tho 
midst of tho charge. Ho felt cold chills 
in his hair aud a cold sweat on his 
body, but he wus determined to do his 
duty. 

In his misery ho called tho captain 
and begged him to detail two sergeants 
to carry him in, if necessary, and the 
sergeants rushed him along so fast in 
the glare aud roar aud excitement that 
he was the first officer to arrive in tho 
battery, blinded aud uucousoious from 
loss of blood, and actually received tho 
Confederate captain’s sword in his 
nerveless hand. It was believed by all 
but three men in the regiment that Lieu- 
tenant Peek had beeu wounded at the 
start, and ho left for homo tho next day 
in a blaze of glory, a hero aud a major 
by brevet. 

After the departure of tho major Cap- 
tain Ross resigned his commission in 
tho infantry to join the cavalry. Tho 
dash and excitement of the mounted 
service were more in his way. He had no 
tasto for plodding along on foot aud go- 
ing into buttle behind a line of muskets. 
Ho rose rapidly in rank. In less than a 
year ho was lieutenant colonel aud at 
the buttle of Chaucellorsville bo was in 
command of his regiment, which moved 
ont in columns of fours on the plank 
road until it was ordered to halt. The 
thick woods closed in on the right aud 
left, aud the smoke of the skirmishers 
drifted out of the thicket and lay like a 
thin blue fog across tbe open fields in 
front. The ballets from tbe enemy be- 
yond hissed overhead, uud now aud then 
brought down a man or a horse. The 
lieutenant colonel in command was 
eager uud impatient, but he sat still in 
the hot sun, waiting orders. Stragglers 
aud wounded men came drifting back in 
twos and tbreeB on tbe road. The bul- 
lets came thicker aud hotter through the 
leaves of the trees. Then tbe infantry 
cumo in crowds falling back through the 
thicket. Hu could hear the yell of the 
enemy in front, lie could stand the 
strain no longer. Hu turned sharply in 
his saddle und ordered the bugles to 
blow “Forward 1” 

Down the road went the regiment at 
a trot, the canteens und carbines rat- 
tling uud jingling above the clatter ol 
tbe horses’ hoofs on the planks, and the 
lieutenant colonel rode at the head of 
the column.

The methods of deuliug iu stamps have 
changed very greatly as compared with 
former years. In the old days u leading 
stamp dealer would when a new issue 
cainu out order from a pnstofficu iu the 
country making thu issue severul thou- 
sands of thu stamps uf thu lowest de- 
nomination aud maybuu dozen complete 
sets. Nowadays ho orders GUU complete 
sets to 1UU single specimens of thu low- 
est value. The rcusuu for this is that thu 
old schoolboy trade, ou which the dealer 
once depended lor his liviug, bus large- 
ly given place to the grown up trade. 
Customers now can buy complete sets 
where tho schoolboy could buy only a 
single specimen. Tho boy trade hasn’t 
disappeared, but thu principal deulers 
don't gut so much of it. It goes to the 
small deulers uud to collectors, who 
themselves have turned dealers iu order 
to dispose of their duplicates. 

Thu greatest general stamp dealing 
firm iu thu world is iu Loudon. Tho 
firm deals in ull sorts of stumps, from the 
commonest tu thu rurest, aud has repeat- 
edly bought collections entire for which 
thousands of pounds have been paid, thu 
collections being afterwurd broken up 
aud sold piecemeal. — New York fciuu.

HEALTHY MATERNITY. 


WHAT IS MEANT BY “SALVAGE” AND Two Grateful Womon Toll of tho Help Thoy Have Roooived From 


HOW IT IS PAID.

Salvage on ships saved at sea by otb- 
rrs in the majority of cases is paid by tho 
nudirwriters, although tho big steam- 
ship companies insure tliemsolves. The 
In small co companies think that a board 
of arbitration can more satisfactorily 
adjust salvage claims than can tho 
courts. Tho word salvage, as defined by 
that celebrated admiralty authority, 
Itoscnu, is “tho reward which is earned 
by those who have voluntarily saved or 
assisted in savingn ship or bout or their 
nppitrel or any sort thereof or the lives 
of perROUB at sea or a ship, cargo or any 
part thereof, from peril or a wreck 
from total loss.’’ Tbo liiHt part of tbo 
definition is a triflu puzzling. 

In discussing thu merits of salvago 
cases it must remembered that there 
is no obligation, writteu or implied, 
npon tho master or crew of any vessel 
to heed signals of distress. Publio opin- 
ion alone enforces tho idea that “a call 
for help at sea muet bo obeyed.” The 
laws of salvago ore merely framed to 
encourage tbo saving of lifo and proper- 
ty on tho deep. There is avarice in tho 
manner as iu landsmen, aud tbo laws 
are made to overcome nnd curb theso 
mercenary ambitious. For that roasou 
a master aud bis crew cannot expect 
snlvage for saving their own vessel. It 
is the natural assumption iu law, as 
well as in fact, that they must do 
everything they cun to preserve their 
charge and under un agreement with 
tho owners keep it from danger when- 
ever possible. 

In salvago one of tho first laws is that 
the peril must be actual. The bargain 
made in time of danger by the master 
or agent of the imperiled craft with an- 
other volunteering aid need not of neces- 
sity bold in court, und generally does 
not. Asa rule tho burgaiu is exorbitant 
and mndo at a time wbeu tbe victim 
would bo willing to guarantee the pay- 
ment of millions for proffered assist- 
ance. This point bus been decided bun- 
drtds of times, tbo courts taking thu 
stand that tbe peril made an exor- 
bitant bargain necessary. 

As n general thing, the salvage award 
is equul to about one-third the value iu 
the case of sailing craft aud from 
one-tbird to oue-iialf iu tbo case of 
steamers Tim owners of the salving 
craft, whose money was wasted by de- 
lay, wear and tear, are of course en- 
titled to tbo bigger piece of tbe plum. 
The master of the salvor gets about 
twice the sum that bis mate receives, 
and the mate is paid something like 
double the amount of each sailor. 

Should tbe latter have beeu a mem- 
ber of a lifeboat crew used iu ruuuiug 
hawsers or iu going uboard as u prizo 
crow he and his mates aru entitled to 
an extra compensation. Naval officers 
cannot claim sulvage when tbe work 
accomplished is iu tbe direct line of 
their duty. 

In tho cuso of a abandoned vessel 
there is a peculiar lawns uppliod to 
ownership. No matter where tho dere- 
lict be found aud towed or assisted in 
by a prizo crew or otherwise tbo court 
holds that she is still tho property of 
her original owners, although abandon- 
ed by her crew, their agents, and that 
do effort has beeu lnudo by them to re- 
cover her. It sounds peculiar to the 
average mariner, but it’s tbo law. 

To mako a successful salvage claim it 
is necessary that the property must bo 
actually saved uud saved by those claim- 
ing to be salvors. In other words, the 
salvago services must be rendered by 
persons not bound by contract to render 
them. If tbo mariner or other encoun- 
ters tho danger or misfortune or dam- 
age which might possibly expose tbe 
ship to destruction unless assistance is 
rendered uud does all be cun to save tbe 
vessel, uud bis services tend in some de- 
gree to suve or preserve her, compensa- 
tion will be awarded him, although thu 
vessel is mainly preserved by other 
means. 

The lougest time that uuy one steam 
er hus been at sea with disubied ma- 
chinery before reaching , port was 77 
days. This was tho United Stutes cor- 
vette Iroquois iu 1800. She wus bound 
to Samoa from Honolulu, uud bud only 
seven duys' rations left when port was 
reuched. In 1807 tbe steamer Indrulcmu 
wus towed into St. Thomas after hav- 
ing been at sea for 47 duys. The Glas- 
gow steamer Struthness, after drifting 
days out of thu ruuge of steamers, 
wus towed iuto St. Michael's in Juuu- 
ury, 1807, by tbo British steamer Hun- 
nub M. Bull. Another Strutb, the 
Struthuevis, drifted helplessly on thu 
Pacific for two mouths und over in 
1 805, uud was finally towed iuto Puget 
bound. Thu Disptucb iu 1804 wus out 
01 duys with crippled machinery, und 
four yeurs ago thu British cruiser Ca- 
lypso broke down 2,000 miles from port 
tmd suilud iu auuided, much to thu du 
light of the dwindling bund of uuvul 
experts who muiutuiu thut every war- 
ship ought to bu provided with uinple 
suil power. 

Tbo owners of those ships thut were 
obliged to drift for weeks, and iu sev- 
eral euses for mouths, would not have 
fouudfuult with thuquustiou of salvugu 
hud A helping hand cornu uluug — ut 
leust there would huvu beeu uo com 
pluiut just then. — New York Mail aud 
Express.

The No School Signals. 

To tlio Editor of tho Ghaphic: 

We should like to learn whether or not 
tiie public schools are for tiie interests and 
benefit of tiie scholars. Naturally one 
would suppose that was their purpose. 
But is it for the good of the scholars, let 
ususk, to be oblige 1 to attend school on 
such a day as Feb. 13, and what is more, 
to be obliged to stay there, although bare- 
ly a third of tiie scholars were present, 
und despite the increasing violence of tiie 
storm, until tiie oars stopped running, 
which necessitated for many of the schol- 
ars a two mile walk through tlio storm? 
We ourselves oau bear witness to two 
frozen ears, and we considered ourselves 
lucky to reacli home at all. 

The facts of tlio case are simply these: 
Tiie day begun with a north-east storm 
which any one of ordinary intelligence 
could foresee would become a gale. But 
was the signal of no session given.’ <>li 
no! And when some of the most faithful 
scholars reached tiie school-house and 
found that tiie classes were reduced to one 
third of their usual number, were they al- 
lowed to go home? No indeed! Every such 
request was met with a refusal, uud they 
were assured up to tiie end of the session i 
that Hie curs were running regularly. 
Wliut difference did it make if the scholars 
did liud, when they were liiiully dismissed, 
thut no car hud made an entire trip since 
9.30 a. in. Bad as this was in the Iligli 
school, it was still worse in the cuse of the 
grammar schools, for no signals were 
given for them either in the morning or 
afternoon, and the children were left t<> 
find for themselves that u session in such a 
storm was impossible. 

Surely there must be some cause for 
tills, and surely ttic cause is rank incom- 
petence in certain of the school oHiclals. 

It is not, unfortunately, tiie lirst time 
tiiat such a thing lias huppened. lloiv 
long, we ask in behalf ot the scholars, is 
this state of atfuirs to exist? For upwards 
ol six years tiie citizens of Newton have 
contented themselves witli complaining- 
Now is tiie time for action. S. Conn.

Although wo nro con- 
structed on tho same model, scarcely 
nny two people have exactly tho same 
kind of heart, liver and other organs, 
and ns a result nothing is truer than 
tho sir, ing that "Ouo man’s ment is nu- 
3 ther man’s dqIsoii. ” 

Meat, for instance, is a slow poison 
;o u number of individuals. If there ia 
<\ gouty strain in your family, yon nro 
storing up fnturo torture for yonrself 
every time yon ent a chop or piece of 
bevf. Gont is simply tho result of too 
much rvio acid in the blood, and meat 
is full Vf tho mnterial from which uric 
acid is made. 

You may think that so long as yon 
have not to sit in an easy chair all day 
there is no need for precautions in diet. 
But tlie first symptoms are always 
mild, and if you feel irritable and un- 
able to settle down to work you bad 
better be careful bow much meat you 
ent. Englishmen aro said to bo the 
worst tempered people on earth. They 
nro also the most gouty, aud there can 
bo no doubt that they ure the greatest 
meat enters. 

Nothing is more nourishing than 
sugar, yet it is absolutely poison to 
those who aro proue to diabetes, and 
any one inclined to corpulency should 
regard it ns a natural enemy. Two 
lumps of sugar per day in excess of tho 
quantity required by tho body would 
add (10 pounds to a man’s weight in five 
years — that is, of course, if he had the 
sort of constitution that easily puts on 
flesh. 

But it is not sugar alone which is in- 
jurious to diabetic and stout people. 
The former should not look at porridge, 
rice, beet root, Spanish onions, port 
wine, rum or ginger beer; the lntter 
should take neither soup, beer, potatoes 
nor treacle, while gouty people should 
uot touch peas or beaus. 

If uuy near member of your family 
Iiiih St. Vitus’ dunce or epilepsy, you 
should eat meat very sparingly and 
grapes net at all. while you might as 
well think of committing suicide as fre- 
quenting the barroom. 

For dyspeptics it is impossible to say 
what food is good, becucso everything 
is bad. White bread remains undigest- 
ed for hours, brown bread is most irri- 
tating and injurious, vegetables aro con- 
verted into gases and painful ncids, and 
most kinds of meat aro too heavy. The 
dyspeptic, in fact, ought never to have 
been born. 

However, since the sufferer from dys- 
pepsia must eut, let him follow this rulo. 
uml it may btiug relief: Eat a little of 
everything, but eat sparingly, never 
leaving the table with a sense of hav- 
ing euteu sufficient; eut slowly. Masti- 
cate ull food thoroughly and never drink 
while euting. If ho must drink, let him 
drink after he Iiub finished euting. 

No doubt tbe majority of people see 
no connection between their ailments 
und tho breakfast or dinner which t hey 
have enjoyed. But there are many per- 
sons who aro oo severely uffected by par- 
ticular articles of diet that there is no 
question about tbo fact that some kinds 
of food aro more or less poisonous to us 
ull, although we may not suffer very 
greatly after eating them. An acquaint- 
ance of the writer’s, for exumplo, falls 
into convulsions if he eats a single 
strawberry* aud even tbe odor of straw- 
berry jam in the neighborhood of jam 
factories almost throws him into a fit. 

The writer knows a lady whoso heart 
conies to a stop if she eats an egg. Of 
course she never intentionally euts one 
now, hut frequently on taking u niece 
of cake or some kind of pudding or 
suuce containing eggs she swoons. 

Many people get cramp in the stom- 
uch from eating honey, und more than 
one deuth has resulted from this cause. 
Others are made violently sick by tbo 
smell of apples, and a patient of the 
writer’s lias often averred thut even tbe 
sight of beet root seemed to suffocate 
him, while uuotber bad to give up 
di inking milk becuusu it produced in- 
tense inflammation of tlie eyes. 

Many kinds of fish cause serious ill 
ness. Lobsters and crabs produce most 
painful itching in some people, und tbe 
writer has known several who after eat- 
ing salmon felt a horrid taste in tlie 
month, aud soon after suffered so badly 
from huuducliu us to be comped led to go 
to bed. 

These latter ure tbe extreme instances 
of injury from food, but they prove thut 
thousands of people suffer in a less de- 
gree, aud that probably no ouo cun 
lunch or dine without swallowing some- 
thing poisonous to his system.

Had it not been for the consideration of 
the Bigelow school matter by the board, 
M on day evening, the debate which aceotn- 
pani od it, the anto*room conference and the 
lifteen minnte recess Involved, the fourth 
regular meeting of this year would have 
undoubtedly been the briefest. 

Several important matters oame up, but 
none were provocative of as much discus- 
sion ns the Bigelow school matter. Its 
first nppearance, at that session, was when 
n somewhat lengthy petition was read by 
the city clerk over the signature of Repre- 
sentative John T. Langford. It pointed 
out the public demand and necessity for a 
hearing mi the question, setting forth what 
seemed to be the rights of the citizens. 

When it had been read Alderman Fisher 
moved that it bo received and placed on 
file. This motion was seconded. 

Alderman Ivy was the next speaker. lie 
said he was about to move that the peti- 
tioners be heard. He knew of nothing to 
prevent it. There seemed to be a purpose 
to deny these citizens a right to be heard. 
If they are thrown upon the defensive, 
however, they will seek other means of ob- 
taining this right. 

Alderman Niles said ordinarily he would 
favor granting the hearing. It of course 
would be only common courtesy, but as the 
matter had been once heard, and that hear- 
ing thoroughly advertised, he saw no reason 
for another. Thealdernian insinuated that 
the signers of the petition, presented two 
weeks previous, asking for a hearing, did 
not really expect a hearing, not one of ten 
of the number felt there was any need. 
They had told him they did not mean t<» at. 
tend if the hearing was held, and signed 
the petition only ns a personal favor, 
Alderman Dana thought that if any new 
light could be thrown upon the matter, any 
new’ and valuable information received 
hereby, or any good reason shown, other 
thnn an attempt to delay legislation, he 
would be willing to vote for another hear- 
ing. He thought the ground had b en 
covered, and said in conclusion that he 
doubted very much that if a petition in 
favor of the Underwood site was circulated 
it would receive many signers. 

Alderman Ivy declared that the petition 
for a hearing was not an attempt to debt- 
or obstruct. Further that the board was not 
in possession of any valuable information. 
The reports that had been presented were 
not all true, and the board should know all 
there was concerning the subject. If you 
ignore the rights of the people they have a 
way to assert them. Whatever they have 
to say and show should be heard by the 
board. 

Alderman Dana thought there was little 
possibility of omitting anything of import- 
ance that would prove of assistance to the 
board in the consideration of the subject in- 
asmuch as the petitioners’ representative 
in the bourd of aldermen had said every- 
thing that might be said on the subject. 

Alderman Ivy called for the yea and nay 
on the vote to receive tiie petition and 
place it on file. 

Before the vote was put Alderman Baily 
spoke. 'Hie people who wanted this hear- 
ing, had been given all rights to which they 
were constitutionally entitled it was the 
board’s duty to go ahead with the settle- 
ment of tiie matter. He felt nothing new 
could be brought to light. He would vote 
yen, and favored the Bigelow site. 

Alderman Whittlesey stated his attitude. 
It was only fair play to give these petition- 
ers a hearing, lie personally had desired 
to know more about the matter, to learn 
wliat the people wanted and their senti- 
ments. 

Alderman Ivy declared that the petition- 
ers had not been he ird before this hoard. 
It was before the board of last year. There 
was shown a strong feeling at the last 
meeting of the *08 board in favor of the 
Underwood site, and the matter had been 
laid over only on the charter objection of a 
Ward Seven alderman who favoreu the 
Bigelow site. 

The motion to receive the petition ami 
pluce it on lilc was put, and unanimously 
carried. 

Alderman Ivy said if it was then in 
order he would move that the petition of 
two weeks previous asking for a hearing, 
the communication from Mr. Langford, 
and the $500 order for plans of the new 
building, let laid over until the second 
meeting in March, when a hearing will be 
given.

terests. Let us examine the facts bearing 
upon this question. 

First— The bonrd of aldermen of 1899 
have never given a hearing upon this im- 
portant subject, which is contested among 
tlie residents of Wards 1 ami 7. 

.Second —Of tlie 21 members of your board, 
n are new members before whom the facts 
iiave never been presented in uny form by ■ 
the people. | 

Third— Many of tlie most important facts 
belling upon tlie whole question iiave 
never been presented to any board. 

Fourth— While it is true as stated, that a 
hearing was held last October, the ones 
lions before your board today, and which 
are used to influence your action, are ques- 
tions that were not presented at the Octo- 
ber hearing, nor have they been publ.cly 
considers. 1 . 

Fifth— Following the questions which 
were presented and c nisidered at the Octo- 
ber hearing, a meeting of the Wards 1 and 
7 members of tlie board of aldermen und 
school committee was held at the sugges- 
tion of their associates, to see if they could 
agree Upon a site, and after careful consid- 
eration, nine out of leu of these members 
approved the Underwood site for a school 
building as proposed by the school commit- 
tee, and .so reported to their respective 
boards. 

Sixth -At the earnest solicitation of tlie 
one opposing member of your board, tne 
board of aldermen of lstis, passed the sub- 
ject over to your body in order to give this 
member time to procure and present tlie 
preferences of tlie residents of the two 
wards as to. site for tlie proposed school. 

Seventh— The question submitted to these 
signers, was not, “which site do you pre- 
fer; the Bigelow or tlie Underwood site?” 
This simple question would have gained an 
unbiased expression of opinion ; but instead 
petitions were drawn containing statements 
which prejudged the question. One peti- 
tion signed by taxpayers involved questions 
of costs, coupled with a statement to in- 
tliienoe the taxpayers, “tliat it will proha- ' 
lily cost the city $:$o,ooo less to build a 
school building upon the Bigelow site than i 
upon the Underwood site a,s proposed.” 1 
The second petition was drawn with tlie, 
evident design of appealing to tlie fears and 
prejudices of the parents or guardians, say- 
ing, “that 011 account of the largely in- j 
creased dangers from fire and epidemic 
diseases, that they believe it to be unwise 
to congregate tlie pupils of tlie Bigelow ami i 
Underwood schools into one building.” | 
These petitions for the reason given, 1 
prayed tint your board erect a grammar 
school building upon the site of the present 
Bigelow school, i, e., a building to accom- 
modate the grammar pupils only. 

1 submit that the questions involved in j 
these petitions have never been publicly 
considered, and that your board cannot con- 
sistently act upon them :>r the subject to 
which they refer without giving full op- 
portunity to every citizen, however humble, 
to prove, if lie can, that the statements 
they contain are misleading, or untrue, if 
they are misleading or untrue, then tho 
signatures to the netitious win be fairly 
said to have been obtained under false rep- 
resentations. If opportunity is given me. 1 
shall attempt to prove before your board, 
First— That the statement contained in 
the petition of taxpayers that "it will prob- 
ably cost tlie city $30,1X10 less to build a 
school building upon the Bigelow site than 
upon tlie Underwood site as proposed,” is 
not true. O 11 tlie contrary l shall attempt 
to prove tliat it will probably cost the city 
over $ 10,000 more to build a school building 
on tlie Bigelow site than upon the Under- 
wood site as proposed. 

Second— The difference between these 
two statements is $40,000, a sum so lurge 
that some one must be in error. 1 do not 
believe that our impoverished city treasury 
has any money, not even $in,<xx> to throw 
away or to expend in a useless manner, 
neither do I believe tliat your honorable 
body can safely proceed in this matter with- 
out first receiving all the light tliat can be 
thrown thereon, even from tlie humblest 
citizen. 

Third— That if tlie parents or guardians I 
arc right in the fears expressed, i. e., “tliat ' 
it is unwise on account of dangers from fire 
and epidemic diseases, to congregate the 
pupils of tlie Bigelow ami Underwood 
schools into one building,” then tlie school 
committee are wrong, and should be called 1 
to account for recommending to your hoard 1 
the erection of a building so large as to en- | 
danger tlie lives uud liealtli of tlie pupils ' 
who ure to congregate therein. Further, if 
tlie parents or gtiurdiuns are right, and 
their request and tin* request of taxpayers 
is complied with, I. e., to erect u grammar 
school building, then the public property | 

are wrong in recommending to ; 

your board a 12-room building on tlie Bige- 
low lot for tlie Bigelow grauiinur pupils, 
because a modern 12-room building is more 
than double tlie size needed for the accom- 
modation of these pupils, uud to construct 
(lie building us proposed, would probably 
cost on tho basis of estimates before your 1 
board, over $60,000 of the taxpayers' money , 
in excess of the sum required to meet tlie 
needs of these grammar pupils, not only for 
the present, but for many years to come. 

Fourth— I have reason to believe tliat 1 
framers and circulators of these two peti- 
tions did not fully comprehend this sub- 
ject, or they never would Iiave drawn such 
petitions and followed them with their 
present recommendations to your board, 
for certainly no one will uccuse them of in- I 
tentionul insincerity, and yet the two ac- 
tions scorn to be inconsistent. 

1 think 1 Iiave suid enough to show tliat 
the prayer of tlie petitioners for a hearing 
was not for the purpose of obstruction and 
delay, but wus for the purpose of bringing 
before yoiir honorable body, light uud 
knowledge, which, I feel sure, lias never 1 
been presented to you. 1 therefore ask, in 
justice to the pel ft loners, uud In the inter- 1 
esl of fuir play to tlie people, tliat you will 
take from your tiles the petition uskiug for 
u hearing as to "site, building uud pur- 1 
pose" for tlie new school for Wards 1 uud 
7, and gruut the pruyer of tlie petitioners.

COOKING WILL NOT HE TAUGHT. 

(4n this interesting subject there was no 
little discussion. It came up in tlie form 
of u report from tlie committee on text 
books and courses of study. In explaua 
tion it should lie said that tlie Newton Cen- 
tre Women’s Club had offered to place tlie 
necessary apparatus for the teaching of 
cooking in tlie Mason school, Newton Cen- 
tre, providing that the school board would 
furnish tlie material and teacher. The cost 
of the apparatus, which tlie club offered to 
Install, would be about $250. 

The committee’s report, presented by 
Mr. Huntington, was not favorable. It 
was voluminous, and emit lined a broad 
consideration of tlie subject. It set forth 
that in t.ie opinion of tlie committee the 
offer of these Newton Centre ladies was 
magnanimous, and tiiat tlie board and city 
should feel deeply grateful for tlie interest 
shown.

Death ot Josephine Vose. 

Mrs. Mary Josephine Woodworth Vose, 
daughter of Geo. L. Woodworth of New* 
tonville, and wife of Arthur W. Vose, died 
at her home in Wubun early last Sunday 
morning. Her death came as a shock to 
the community, as it was not generally 
realized that she was dangerously ill. Lust 
November Mr. and Mrs. Vose lost their 
only child, an infant daughter, and the 
anxiety aud grief which attended this 
period of trial told severely upon Mrs.

Here they formed immediately intimate 
and lasting friendships, and Mrs. V use’s 
deatli makes a break in a circle which has 
been held together by neighborly sympa- 
thies and personal affinities of a rare 
order. So devoted are tier friends that it 
seems to them almost as though the loss 
were within their own households. 

Even those who were not privileged to 
know her in these close ties recognized her 
amiable qualities. She entered with a live- 
ly enthusiasm into many interests und 
showed u cenerous willingness to he help- 
ful in every good work which needed her 
aid. She possessed remarkable executive 
abilities and was an able leader in every 
undertaking that enlisted her energies. She 
had a special aptitude for managing chil- 
dren and they responded most gladly to 
her direction. 

In her home, (not t<» speuk of that de- 
votedness which brought so much happi- 
ness to the family life,' Mrs. Vose loved to 
exercise hospitality, and her welcome was 
ul ways genuine. The fortitude aud unsel- 
fishness which she showed in tiie lust tew 
(lays of her life were only tiie last proof of 
u singularly generous and effect ionate dis- 
position. 

Thu sympathy which all Mr. \ use’s 
friends feel for him in this loss of his wife 
and child is deeper than can find expres- 
sion in words und is intensified by the 
warmth of their personal feeling for him.

Masterly Incompetency. 

To the Editor of the GRAi’iuc: 

I sincerely hope that the grumbling, 
growling, swearing and protesting that was 
indulged in by the citizens of Newton on i 
the night of the great storm, will not die \ 
away without expression. 

The masterly incompetency of the B. & 
A. R. II. was never more effectively dis- 
played. I arrived at the Boston & Albany 
station at 3 p. m. on that day and I filled 
space in two different trains for six hours. 

Willsomeoneri.se up and explain why 
no train was sent out for tlie accommoda- 
tion of Newton people for tlie seven hours 
between 2 p. in. and 9 p. in.? 

They say that certain trains were stalled 
at Faueuil. Can it be shown that more 
than two trainsentered tlie station between 
3 p. in. and 9 p. m. If they did, 1 did not 
see them and 1 was there all the time. 

Some time about 4.30 p. m. a train pulled 
out of tlie station bound for Worcester. 
So far as we know that train went through. 
What was there to prevent the Newton 
truin from going too? It was held five 
hours in the stution beyond this time. 

There was no lack of engines, for two 
locomotives were attached to tlie train, 
which was first scheduled for Newton, amt 
then made express to West Newton. 

Our train was scheduled for 7.30, then 
for 7.50, and it left at 8.45. Why the de- 
lay? We pulled out five hours after the 
Worcester tram, and after five hours snow 
full, and wo boomed along at a speed that 
took us into Newtonville just three minutes 
over the regular running lime. 

We looked iu vain for stalled trains on 
the road, and we looked in vain for snow 
drifts. We could find neither. Why the 
delay? Will some one tell us? 

Newton men who went home by trolley 
cars found better service than was to be 
hud on tlie steam road. 

Have wo no redress? Must we submit to 
tlie masterly iucompeteucy of the Boston 
& Albany and have our growling for our 
only solace? 'The railroad is an incubus 
oil our city tliat is most severely felt. Peo- 
ple who are looking for a place to live in 
the siuiurbs of Boston first ask about tlie 
railroad fare. They find plenty of places, 
and eight miles out, which can ok reached 
for a five cent tare. It costs 13 cents to go 
to Newton, 15 cents to Newtonville, 17 
cents to West Newton. True, we can in- 
vest five dollars anil get lower rules, but 
our friends who visit us must pay tlie retail 
price, and tlie trolley is but live eeuls for a 
single fare. 

The Boston & Albany sees four-fifths of 
its business go from it in tlie summer sea- 
son, and it sits down supinely and lets it 
go. Tlie trolley gives tlie locomotive an 
object lesson in fares, and now it gives it 
an object lesson in snow ploughs. 

The truth of tlie matter is. our great in- 
calms is not fitted with modern appliances, 
for dealing with snow. Think ot a Cana- 
dian road being paralyzed with two feet of 
snow. 

1 hope to see an expression of public 
opinion that shall be loud enough to be 
heard by the railroad officials, and 1 hope 
to see them obliged to explain their de- 
linquency. If there were trains stalled be- 
yond Riverside what was there to prevent 
trains runnlug t<» the Newtons? What 
was there to prevent a strong effort that 
should have taken patrons to all the vil- 
lages east of Riverside? If the officials 
cun explain their laches without confessing 
incompetency, 1 for one shall be glad to 
hear the explanation.

fore the Board of Aldermen for a street 
railway local Ion other than tlmt of tlie 
Newton and Boston Street Railway Com- 
pany. The citizens of Newton Highlands 
petitionel the Commonwealth Avenue 
Street Railway Company in August last to 
extend its tracks to this village. At that 
time the above company did not see its way 
clear to comply with the request of the pe- 
tition. The people of Newton Highlands, 
however, being thoroughly dissatisfied 
with the street railway accommodations 
winch they had, brought great pressure to 
bear, and used all tlie inllueiice they had 
with the Commonwealth Avenue Street 
Railway Company and sent to them a fur- 
ther petition iu January of ttiis year. The 
company yielded at this time and put in 
the petition to the Board of Aldermen tip- 
on which a hearing is to be held upon 
March (itli next. I think it should be clear- 
ly understood that this petition was put iu 
at tlie earnest solicitation of wliut I be- 
lieve to be much more than a majority of 
the citizens of Newton Highlands, and the 
Commonwealth Avenue Company in com- 
plying with this petition have simply ac- 
ceded to the wishes of tlie residents of tills 
village. We were surprised to lind anoiln r 
company putting in a petition over exactly 
the same route for a part of the way, and a 
petition p it in we firmly believe merely 
for the purpose of preventing the Common- 
wealth Avenue Company from receiving 
its location. 

The second uetition put in for a route 
over Beacon Street would be a longer route 
in distance ami time to u connection witli 
the curs of the Boston Elevated Railway, 
ami would merely parallel the line of tlie 
Commonwealth Avenue Company. Tlie 
line on Beacon street from Newton Centre 
to tlie Reservoir is opposed almost unani- 
mously by the citizens of Newton Centre 
ami by a large majority of tlie residents 
along tlie route, and as tlie residents along 
tlie route do not desire tlie accommodation 
there|oan be no other object in putting iu 
this petition than to prevent Newton High- 
lands from a direct connection with Boston 
over the lino of the Commonwealth Ave- 
nue Company.
